A  Colorado  Coutiusent  for  the|  Inaa- 
garal  Parade.— Terrify  the  Teuder- 
feet. 

Denveb,  Col.,  Feb,  26.— The  Cowboy 
brigade,  for  General  Harrison's  inaugur- 
ation, one  hundred  strong,  leaves  this 
afternoon  for  Washington.  They  are 
attired  in  regular  cowboy  accoutrements, 
revolvers,  knives,  cartridge  belt  and 
lassoos.  Buffalo  Bill  is  now  making 
arrangements  for  horses.  At  Kansas  City 
the  Dodge  City  Cowboy  band  will  be 
attached  to  the  brigade  The  idea  is  to 
put  the  military  down  casters  ii  the  shade. 
Buffalo  Bill  will  ride  the  Arabian  stallion 
presented  to  General  Grant  by  the  su  tan 
of  Turkey,  and  will  be  chief  marshal  of  the 
affair. 


AN    ARRESTED  PICOTT. 

The  London  Times  Fiasco  on  Asaiu  To- 
day and  Pigott  to  be  Arretted  for  Per- 
jury. 

London,  Feb.  26. — The  Parnell-Times 
case  was  resumed  this  morning  and  a  gen- 
eral opinion  prevails  that  before  the  day 
is  over  the  witness  Pigott  will  have  boon 
ordered  under  arrest  by  the  justices  for 
perjury.  Since  the  adjournment  on  Fri- 
day       Sir         Charles         Russell         has 

oome  into  possession  considerable 
additional  evidence  regarding  his 
dickerings  with  the  late  chief  secretary 
Foster  and  the  Times  people  which  will,  it 
is  said,  knock  the  few  remaining  props 
from  under  him .  There  was  an  immense 
crowd  around  the  court  building  this 
morning  and  not  one-tenth  could  obtain 
admiitsion. 


Parcelling  Out  the  Land. 

St.  Loins,  Feb.  26.— A  meeting  of  the 
railroad  managers  who  are  parties  to  the 
new  agreement  is  being  held  here  today 
for  the  purpose  of  dividing  the  territory 
to  the  northwest  and  southwest  to  meet  the 
views  of  President  Nettleson  of  the  Kansas 
City  &  Fort  Scott  road  and  Receiver  Cross 
of  the  Missouri,  Kansas  «fe  Texas.  Both 
gentlemen  have  promised  to  sign  the 
agreement  if  this  division  is  made.  This 
will  leave  only  the  Illinois  Central  and  the 
Chicago,  Burlington  &  Northern  out  of 
the  association. 


Harrison's  Train. 

Washington,  Feb  26. — The  special  train 
carrying  President  Elect  Harrison  and 
party  arrived  here  at  2:30  this  afternoon 
promptly  on  time.  There  was  a  large 
throng  at  the  depot  and  the  distinguished 
arrival  was  given  a  hearty  reception.  The 
party  was  driven  to  the  Arlington  hotel 
where  quarters  were  reserved  some  weeks 
ago  in  the  Johnson  annex  on  H  street. 
They  have  been  refurnished  and 
sumptuously  decorated.  General  Harri- 
son will  remain  at  the  Arlington  until  the 
day  of  the  inauguration.

THK  BESULT  OF  ONE  MAN's  "OBANKItESS"  AND 
PEBSISTENCE  IN  PU8HTNO  IBON  ($SB  BUSI- 
NESS. 

Full  official  figure?,  pnblishett  in  the 
Marquette  (Mich.)  Mining  Journal,  ex- 
hibit the  total  iron  ore  output  of  ;ihe  Lake 
Superior  region  in  1888.  The  aggregate 
amount  is  5,023,27lt  gross  totis.  The 
yield  by  ranges  was:  Marquette,  1,951, 
621  tons;  Gogebic,  1.424,862;   Meuominee 

1,165,039;  Vermilion,  511.953.  The  total' 
output  of  all  the  mines  since  the  discovery 
of  iron  ore  in  the  Lake  Superior  country 
is  40,811.861  tons,  of  which  the  Miarqnette 
range  has  shipped  27.1.30,419;  Menominee, 
8,594,997;  Gogebic,  3,567,«76;  Vjrmilion, 
1,498.206  tons.  The  Lake  Superior  mine 
at  ishpeming  is  credited  with  tho  largest 
product,  4,435,356,  and  tbe  Cleveland, 
also  at  Ishpeming," next  with  3,889,150 
A  few  years  ftince,says  the  Pioneer  Press,in 
1882,  When  Geo.  C.  Stona  was  struggling 
to  get  legislotion  which  would  en.tble  him 
to  obtain  the  copital  to  build  sinty  eight 
miles  of  railroad,  by  which  the  Vermilion 
iron  range  could  be  opened,  but  very  few 
men  in  this  state  could  be  convinced  by 
him  that  Minnesota  would  ever  occupy 
a  ay  position  as  an  iron  prodncirg 
•  ate;  and  by  many  he  was  called  i(  crank. 
Wha'  is  the  result?  Within  six  years  from 
the  commencement  of  work  Minnesota 
stinds  in  18H8,  as  a  shipper  of  511,953 
tons  of  iron  ore,  and  has  shipped  to  date, 
within  that  time,  a  grand  total  of  1,478,209 
tons.  And  Mr.  Stone  now  says  that  very 
soon  she  will  make  an  output  of  over 
1,000,000  tons  annually.  When  i  i  is  re- 
membered that  the  Marquette  rtnge,  in 
Michigan,  has  been  shipping  ore  f)r  forty 
years,  this  is  for  our  Minnesota  V.jrmilion 
range  a  record  the  state  may  well  lie  proud 
of. 


N»w  YoKK,  Feb,   25.— There   is  a  warm 
tribute  to  the    power    and  influence  of  the 
United  States   in    the    Weekly   Times  and 
Echo,  the  great  weekly  newspaper  of  Lon- 
don, which  arrived  by  today's  mtil.  Speak- 
ing editorially  regarding  the  Samoan  ditti- 
cnlty,  a  sajs;     "We  have  remarked  before 
how  strong  America  is,  in  spite  of  her  vast 
nnd    exposed    territory,    and    how  quickly 
the  strongest  of    European    powers  thinks 
twice  of  offending    her,  albeit  her  army  is 
a  mere    handful    of    men  and    her  fleet  a 
phantom.       It    is    difficult   to  follow  very 
clearly  the  confused  politics  of  the  Samoan 
Islands,  or  'o  understand    the  high  handed 
action    of    the    German    consul,  but  it  is 
pretty   certain   that    if   England  had  been 
the  only  foreign  power    affected  Bismarck 
would  have  paid    little    heed    to  his  treaty 
obligations  to  respect  the  independence  of 
the    islands.       He   has,   however,   quickly 
scuttled  off  before  the    sharp  reminders  of 
Brother  Jonathan,  and    one   may    depend 
upon  it  that   any  German  consul  in  future 
with  a  tas'e  for  annexation  will  be  ordered 
on  no  account  to  offend  the    United  States. 
Probably  Bismarck   will  make    up  for  his 
defeat  in  Samoa   by  Pome   smarter  slap  in 
onr  face  than  usual  in  Africa.       He  knows 
we  shall    bear    it    meekly    enough— for  a 
while."

A  CCMMITTEE  FBOM  THE  CHAMBEB  OF  COM- 
MEBOK  TO  OONFEB  WITH  THE  OITT  CODNGIL 
— OF  INTEBEST  TO  EACH.  j 

Only  a  few  members  were  prese;lt  at  the 
chamber  of  commerce  meeting  this  morn- 
ing. The  first  matter  before  the  tody  was 
a  communication  from  Speaker  Graves 
stating  that  he  would  like  the  co  operation 
of  the  chamber  in  securing  entertainment 
for  the  con'emplated  visit  of  legis  iators  to 
this  city.  The  matter  was  referrtd  to  the 
committee  on  legi-islation.  Thanks  were 
given  to -Superintendent  Orr,  of  tile  South 
Shore  road,  for  calling  the  attention  of  the 
public  to  the  mistakes  liable  to  occDr  from 
the  similarity  of  the  "Soo  route"  a!|d  their 
road,  the  circular  issued  regardinf  which 
was  published,  in  last  evening's  ^PEebald. 
The  chamber  then  discussed  the  (outem- 
plated  repeal  of  the  act  entitled  ''ati  act  to 
encourage  mining  in  this  state.'*  This 
matter  was  also  referred  to  the  committee 
on  legislation  to  report  next  meetii)g. 

The  measure  "to  provide 

for  the  support  of         the 

chamber  of  commerce"  was  then  tnken  up 
and  a  committee  of  fifteen  was  appointed 
to  confer  with  the  city  council  re,farding 
the  matter,  the  committee  to  have  full 
power  to  discuss  and  fix  the  salary  of  the 
active  officer  of  the  organization  ,  and  to 
name  a  suitable  amount  for  office  expen 
ses,  etc.  D.  A.  Petre  and  L.  J.  Bond  were 
afterward  admitted  to  membe  ship.  By 
far  the  most  important  transaction  and 
one  of  most  interest  to  the  public  was  a 
motion  presented  by  W.  J.  Joerns.  This 
gentleman  called  attention  to  the  f  not  that 
on  March  27th,  at  Chicago,  the 
Western  States'  Passenger  association 
would  hold  a  meeting  at  whicn  tlio  sub- 
ject of  giving  special  rates  to  touriets  and 
traveling  companies  would  be  diicussed. 
He  herefore  introduced  a  re80lntioti,whioh 
was  passed,  that  the  secretary  of  the 
chamber  be  authorized  to  correspo  td  with 
the  association  with  a  view  to  fiecuring 
special  r  ites  for  Dnlutfa.  No  othiir  busi- 
ness was  done.  At  the  next  meeting  some 
important  reports  will  be  rendentd  and 
several  important  measures  presented.

Adoosta,  Maine,  Feb.  25. — Governor 
Burleigh,  of  this  state  has  received  the 
following  letter  from  the  Hon.  Jamea  G. 
Blaine: 

Washington,  Feb.  22, 1889 . 

His  Excellency,  L.  C.  Burleigh,  Gover- 
nor of  "Maine,  Dear  Sir— I  hereby  resign 
my  position  as  a  member  of  the  deleiration 
to  represent  Maine  at  the  centennial  of 
the  inauguration  of  George  Washington  as 
president  of  these  United  States.  I  most 
respectfully  request  that  you  will  fill  my 
place  as  promptly  as  is  consistent  with  the 
selection  of  a  man  who  will  be  certain  to 
discharge  the  duties  required  of  him,  and 
be  present  in  New  York  at  the  appointed 
time.       Very  Respectfully  Yours, 

James  G.  Blaine.

THE     DAY'S    CASUALTY. 

A  Terrible  Explosion  Kills  Nine  Glrln 
And  Injures  Thirteen  More. 

Wilkesbabbe,  Pa.,  Feb.  25.— A  terrible 
explosion  occurred  today  in  a  squib  fac- 
tory at  Plymouth,  near  here.  Nine  girls 
were  burned  to  death  and  thirteen  others 
seriously  injured.  The  girls  were  engaged 
in  making  patent  squibs  for  miners, 

The   J'r«-8idf>nt  Approves 

Washington, Feb.  25.— The  president  has 
approved  ths  act  to  ratify  the  agreement 
submitted  by  the  Shohones,  Bannocks  and 
Sheepeaters,  of  Fort  Hall,  and  the  Lemhi 
reservation  Indians  in  Idaho;  the  act  grant- 
ing the  right  of  way  to  the  Yankton  &.

The  action  taken  by  the  Dalath  board  of 
trade  yesterday  iu  decidiu>;c  to  t^ke  active 
stepa  toward  dealings  in  corn  ia  one  of  the 
widest  moves  made  by  the  board  for  some 
time.

Philadelphia  has  had  a  high  license  law 
in  operation  for  a  short  time,  and  she 
shows  up,  under  its  operation,  with  1,347 
saloons  instead  of  6,000.  With  seven 
months'  operation  the  commitments  to 
jail  have  fallen  off  6.463,  as  compared  with 
the  same  months  of  the  year  before.  The 
commitments  for  drunkenness  have  been 
reduced  by  5,000,  for  Sunday  drunkenness 
by  from  895  to  246,  of  women  for  drunk- 
enaesd  in  the  same  time  from  86  to  27. 
Positive  results  like  these  do  not  satieify 
the  uneasy  prohibitionist.  Nothing  but  a 
premature  birth  of  the  millenium  will 
reconcile  him  to  the  disagreeable  necessity 
of  living. 


Disinterested  citizens  are  wondering 
what  pull  the  new  Dulutb  Electric  com- 
pany ha.s  on  the  city,  and  the  querya  seem 
based  on  good  cause  for  inquiry.  The 
last  act  of  the  cooncil  favoring  this  com- 
pany was  last  night  when  it  granted  the 
right  to  erect  a  wooden  bridge  on  the  eite 
of  Elevator  D — but  a  few  months  since  it 
refused  this  identical  privilege  to  a  local 
firm.  Last  week  the  council  added  to  the 
company's  privileges  by  repealing  and 
amending  a  portion  of  its  charter,  and  in- 
stead of  giving  it  a  contract  for  100  light?, 
■9  advertised  for,  it  allowed  the  company 
to  change  its  sealed  bid,  and  gave  aboat 
50  extra  lights. 


The  new  state  of  Montana  will  have  an 
area  of  146,080  square  miles  and  a  popula- 
tion, in  1880  of  39,15i).  The  capital  is  at 
Helena,  near  the  western  boundary  of  the 
territory.  The  geographical  center  is 
somewhere  not  far  from  Lewiston,  in 
Fergus  county,  but  it  ia  probable  that 
Helena  will  retain  it  for  the  present  at 
least  The  new  state  of  Washington  will 
have  an  area  of  68,180  square  miles.  Its 
greatest  length  east  and  west  is  about  400 
miles,  and  its  greatest  width  north  and 
south  is  about  300  miles.  The  population 
in  1885  was  129  438.  There  has  been  a 
gn'eat  increase  since  that  time.  The  pres- 
ent capital  is  Olympia,  at  the  south  end  of 
Puget  sound.  The  geographical  center  of 
the  territory  is  not  far  from  Ellenabourgb 
is  Kittitass  county.  The  territory  was 
organized  in  1853. 


Andrew  Carnegie,  who  recently  made 
an  excursion  into  southern  manufacturing 
districts  is  reported  as  having  said,  in  re- 
gard to  his  observations,  that  "the  southern 
pig  iron  trust  will  not  affect  Pittsburg  at 
all.  The  pig  iron  trust  is  only  an  attempt 
of  speculators  to  obtain  other  chips  to 
gamble  with.  No  Pittsburg  manufacturer 
visits  the  pawnbroker,  and  that  is  what  the 
trust  will  mean  if  they  ever  start  it."  He 
denied  any  iDtention  of  starting  an  iron 
plant  in  the  south.  When  asked  what  is 
the  outlook  for  steel  rails  this  year,  he 
said:  ''Bad— bad  indeed.  Only  four  mills 
are  running  today  out  of  thirteen,  and  but 
one  of  these  has  orders  or  any  account 
ahead."  In  reference  to  southern  manu- 
facturing interests,  ho  remarked:  *'I  was 
surprised  at  the  excellence  of  the  furnace 
plants,  coke  works  and  coal  and  ore  mines 
that  I  saw  there.  Development  has  been 
rashed  too  fast;  no  doubt  considsrable  re- 
action will  take  place,  but  this  will  only 
be  the  froth  upon  3  wave  of  solid  wealth. 
The  manufacture  of  pig  iron  about  Birm- 
ingham has  cume  to  stay." 


A  communication  in  another  column 
regarding  the  duty  of  patronizing  home 
manufacturers  and  the  danger  of  losing 
those  a  place  may  have  by  the  non  pa- 
tronage of  these  local  firms,  well  deserves 
reading.  The  editor  is  informed,  and  be- 
lieves, that  enough  iion  and  boiler  work 
has  been  sent  away  from  Duluth  this  win- 
ter to  have  kept  our  local  shops  and  foun- 
dries busy  to  their  maximum  capacity. 
One  local  concern,  the  new  Ouluth  Iron  & 
Steel  company,  has  been,*  mainly  because 
of  the  urgent  wish  of  its  president,  a  shin- 
ing example  of  what  may  be  done  at  home, 
and  by  home  concerns.  It  has  secured  of 
Duluth  foundries  and  boiler  shop  all 
work  possible  to  be  done  at  home 
and  in  almost  every  case  work  of  the  sizeand 
nature  never  before  attempted  here.  And, 
it  may  be  added,  in  no  case  has  it  had 
catise  to  regret  its  action.  Other  local  in- 
terests have  done  well  by  home  concerns, 
bat  others  shamefully  little.  It  would  be 
well  for  Duluth  if,  before  making  efforts 
to  bring  in  new  manufactories,  it  would 
give  all  possible  encouragement  to  con- 
cerns already  here  and  help  them  to  build 
ap  into  large  and    important    industries. 


So  deep  seated  is  this  custom  of  going 
away  for  what  might  be  had  at  home,  both 
in  manufactures  and  retail  trade,  that 
should  the  apostle  Paul  be  located  liero 
and  turning  out  angels  by  the  score  many 
a  Duluth  family  would  send  to  the  rival 
shop  of  the  devil,  if  it  were  only  in  another 
(Mt\.  for  what  angels  it  might  need. 

R A ILWAYS  LOCALLY • 

MarcHtf  Pollasky,  projector  of  the  Esoa- 
naba,  Twin  Cities  A  Western,  is  about  to 
go  to  New  York  to  raise  funds  for  the  oon- 
strnotion  of  the  road.  Esoauaba  capital- 
ists would  not  famish  the  required  bonus 
to  build  a  road  paralleling  the  Soo. 

Me.\rthar  Brothers,  of  Dnlnth  and  Chi- 
cago, have  signed  a  contract  to  complete 
seveuty-five  miles  of  road  in  Chili,  and  ex^ 
pect  to  have  their  plnnt,  which  ia  now  in 
Mexico,  OD  board  ship  at  San  Francisco 
within  sixty  days.  They  will  take  with 
them  the  skilled  men  who  are  cow  in  their 
employ,  charging  them  uothmg  for  trans- 
portation to  Chili,  and  oolleotmg  from  the 
Chilian  government  the  $60  allowed 
skilled  men  for  transportation. 

The  Northern  Pacific  railway  company 
is  surveying  a  line  from  Little  Falls  to 
Staples  Mills,  Minn.,  across  a  portion  of 
Morrison  and  Todd  counties.  The  line  is 
designed  to  materially  shorten  the  main 
line  from  the  west  into  the  Twin  Cities, 
and  if  built  will  penetrate  the  Lake  Elk 
and  Prairie  river  country,  and  open  up  a 
fine  body  of  hardwood  timber. 

It  is  estimated  that  about  395,000  rail- 
way ties  are  being  taken  out  along  the  line 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific,  between  Winnipeg 
and  Port  Arthur,  during  this  winter.  Egan 
Bros,  have  just  about  completed  their  con- 
tract of  taking  out  160,(300  ties  for  the 
Canadian  Pacific  at  Bonheur.  Mr  Denison 
is  taking  out  about  100,000  ties  at  Raleigh 
Mr  Shoults  has  a  contract  for  75,000  at 
Osters»ouud,  between  Rat  Portage  and 
Winnipeg.  Mr  McDonald,  at  Oxdrift,  and 
Mr  McCrimmon,  at  Barclay,  are  each 
taking  out  about  30,000  ties.  It  is  said 
that  about  200,000  ties  are  being  taken  out 
in  the  mountains.  ^^ 

Northwestern  Railroader:  The  first  prac- 
tical teat  of  the  improved  Priest  Sanger 
was  made  last  week  with  locomotive  No. 
101  of  the  Eastern  Railway  of  Minneoota. 
The  locomotive  flanged  the  track  the  entire 
distance  between  West  Snpeiior  and 
Hinckley  in  addition  to  bringing  through 
a  mixed  train.  No.  4,  consisting  of  one 
coach  and  eighteen  freight  cars.  The  rails 
were  covered  with  several  inches  of  snow 
throughout  the  entire  distance  and  the 
track  was  left  in  excellent  condition  by  the 
flanger.  One  shoe  was  bent  by  striking 
boulders  on  the  ballast,  aud  was  replaced 
at  Hinckley  while  the  engine  was  taking 
water, — the  actual  time  consumed  being 
four  minutes.

TRAINING  THE  MEMORY. 

THE      FACULTY      FOR       PRESERVING 
DATES,     NAMES    AND    EVENTS.

Iu  order  to  attain  the  highest  form  of 
memory  it  I*  necessary  to  cultivate  the 
faculty  of  imagination,  or  the  power  of  hold- 
ing up  to  the  mind  past  sensations  or  im- 
pressions OS  if  they  were  again  actually  pres- 
ent. We  can  retain  the  impression  of  an 
object  in  the  mind  for  some  time  after  the 
object  itself  bus  passed  away,  by  allowing 
the  mind  to  dwell  upon  it,  and  we  can  after- 
wards readily  recall  it.  Lay  an  object,  say 
your  watch,  on  the  table,  and  look  at  it  in- 
tently for  tt  few  seconds;  you  will  find  on 
shutting  your  eyes  that  you  still  retain  a 
more  or  less  distinct  image  of  it.  Even  after 
a  considerable  time  you  may  recall  the  image 
of  the  watch  and  the  exact  sjxit  where  it 
lay.  So  if  in  place  of  one  object,  two  or 
throe  are  placed  on  the  table,  after  conteir 
plating  them  a  short  while  their  images  may 
be  reproduced  in  the  brain  and  afterwards 
recalled  with  great  distiuctuess. 

TO   RBUSUUER  CARDS. 

In  this  waj'  one  may  soon  learn  to  remem- 
ber all  the  cards  that  have  been  played  in  a 
game  of  whist,  which  mere  playing  for  a  life- 
time may  fail  to  teach  him.  Let  him  begin 
by  throwing  down  four  cards,  one  by  one, 
upon  the  table,  observing  each  by  itself  and 
the  order  iu  which  it  is  laid  down,  as  well  as 
the  whole  together,  till  he  feels  that  he  has 
learned  thom.  Let  him  then  take  them  up 
and  after  a  time  replace  them  as  they  were 
before  from  memory,  and  this  till  he  feels 
that  ho  has  thoroughly  mastered  them.  For 
a  second  lesson  let  him  take  four  cards  and 
treat  them  in  this  way,  and  then  other  four; 
and  let  him  proceed  in  this  way,  always  in- 
creasing the  nural)er  till  he  can  take  in  the 
whole  pack,  and  tell  of  each  card  when  and 
where  it  was  thrown  down.  That  mere  play- 
ing may  never  teach  a  man  this  is  owing  to 
the  attentioa  being  taken  up  with  the  play 
and  not  sufficiently  directed  to  this  operation. 

Attention  is  the  remedy  for  a  weak  mem- 
»ry  and  the  tonic  for  one  that  requires  im- 
provement. First  impressions  made  upon 
the  mind  must  bo  strong  and  complete  to  be 
lasting.  The  usual  image  carried  to  the 
mind  must  be  as  complete  almost  as  the  orig- 
inal object  itself,  and  to  obtain  a  perfect 
image  undivided  attention  must  be  given  to 
the  subject  One  thing  at  a  time,  and  that 
thing  thoroughly.  William  T.  Harris  in- 
dorses this  precept,  and  he  adds  a  personal 
reminiscence  to  illustrate  his  point  that  the 
true  method  of  cultivating  and  strengthening 
a  defective  memory  is  to  practice  it  on  the 
kind  of  items  It  easily  forgets. 

The  writer,  when  in  his  ISth  year,  was  em- 
tiarraSsed  by  the  feebleness  of  his  memory 
for  dat*«.  He  commenced  learning  a  list  of 
the  dates  of  accession  of  English  lungs— 
William  the  Conqueror  iu  1060,  William 
Rufus  in  1087,  etc. — three  or  four  dates  the 
first  day;  two  new  ones  added  the  second 
day ;  one  now  one  added  the  third  day ;  there- 
after loss  often.  Constant  review  by  and  by 
made  the  entire  list  familiar.  It  had  to  bo 
learned  anew  a  year  after,  and  once  again 
after  some  years  of  neglect.  But  the  memory 
for  datos  grew  steatlily,  and,  without  con- 
scious effort,  dates  and  numbers  soon  came 
to  be  seized  with  a  firmer  grasp  tlian  before. 
This  kind  of  memory  still  increases  with  the 
writer  from  year  to  year,  and,  although  it  is 
not  by  nuy  means  a  phenomenal  memory,  it 
is  very  serviceable.  A  similar  cultivation  of 
the  special  memory  for  proper  names  (which 
in  the  writer's  case  had  become  very  weak 
and  threatened  to  go  altogether)  has  proved 
serviceable. 

EXAMPLES   FOR  PRACTICE. 

The  special  kind  of  memory  that  is  weak 
should  bo  cultivated  by  itself  and  not  at- 
tached to  some  other  form  of  memory.  The 
similo  of  a  magnet  is  to  the  point  hei*e.  Loail 
it  today  with  iron  filings,  and  to-morrow  it 
will  support  a  few  more.  The  memory,  if 
only  strong  enough  to  retain  a  single  item 
with  effort,  will  grow  stronger  by  the  effort, 
and  will  soon  retain  two  items,  and  finally 
others  in  vast  numbers  and  without  effort. 
By  this  method  we  avoid  fantastic  associa- 
tions and  correct  the  weak  faculty  itself,  in- 
stead of  fastening  its  work  on  another 
faculty.  Let  the  exercise  be  a  list  of  dates 
valuablo  to  retain  for  themselves.  Or,  if  it 
is  names  that  oue  wishes  to  remember,  select 
a  list  of  important  persons  that  furnish  cen- 
ters of  historical  information;  such,  for  in- 
stance, as  the  names  of  the  Roman  emperors, 
the  English  and  French  kings,  the  heroes  of 
Plutarch's  histories,  or  of  tj-pical  personali- 
ties, such  as  the  characters  in  Shakespeare's 
dramas  or  in  Homer's  "Iliad" — items  of 
world  historical  importance.  A  list  of  100 
proper  names,  learned  in  their  orders  as 
kings  of  France  and  of  England,  and  the  em- 
peroi-s  of  Rome,  will  furnish  central  nuclei  to 
Historic  material,  and  the  memorizing  of 
luch  a  list,  or,  indeed,  a  list  half  as  large, 
will  so  discipline  the  memory  for  names  as  to 
permanently  remove  all  embarrassment  from 
this  source.  It  is  not  the  length  of  the  list  so 
much  as  the  thoroughness  with  which  it  is 
learned  that  develops  the  memory.  It  is  not 
well  to  go  beyond  100  items,  for  the  reason 
that  such  mechanical  memory  should  not  be 
made  too  strong. — David  Kay's  work  on 
"Memory."

Fir^t  in  this 
roll  are  natives  of  the  Scandinavian  pen- 
insula, (aldo  including  Finns  and  Poland- 
era),  seventy  five  answering  o  their  name- 
before  the  judges.  Sixiy-seven  persons 
answering  to  American  nationality  come 
next.  Then  Ireland  with  44,  Germany 
with  14,  Scotland  with  9.  Boulanger's 
government  comes  in  with  7,  while  Canada 
and  Africa  give  6  each.  Bonnie  Fngland 
with  4,  Italy  and  I-'rael  witn  2  each  and 
Russia  and  the  Chippewa  tribe  close  the 
list  with  1.  In  a  list  of  12  arrests,  made 
for  gambling,  with  most  uudesirible 
patriotium  all  call  them3elve3"American8," 
but  their  names,  with  two  exceptions, 
mark  ihem  foreigners.  When  arrested  all 
persons  are  searched  and  the  contents  of 
their  pockets  are  listed  in  the  register. 
The  majority  are  possessed  of  plugs  of  to- 
bacco. Sums  of  money  ranging  from 
1  cent  to  |130  have  been  thus  taken  for 
safe  keeping,  while  one  man  only  yielded 
npa  bro&en  b>adea  knife. 

Laborers  lead  the  list  in  drnnkeness  and 
bestiality.     From  this  class  in   the   last   90 
days  loJ-drunk-^ware  arrasted;b  it  the  lar 
gest    percent    of    '*di6orderliee"    are    not 
fiund  here,  but    among    hack    and   other 
public  drivprs.  Their  fighting  bump  seem- 
to  be  abnormally  developed,  and    has    led 
them  to  many    an    unfortunate   encounter 
with  the  mnnicipal  judge.      But  be  it   said 
to  their  credit  they  always  pay   their   fines 
and  are  never  up  for  drnnkeness-    Carpen 
ters,  whose  skilled  hands    build    our   busi- 
ness blocks  and  bouses,   seem    to   have    a 
Strang  prediliction  for  drink,  and  asa  con- 
sequence several    carpenters    are  bronghi 
before  the  city     judge.      Teamsters    and 
barbers    too    have    the    same    liking  for 
spiiitons  liquids.     Although  saloon  keep- 
ers sell  drinks,  ye'  only   four   in    the    last 
three  months  have  been  arrested  for  intoxi- 
cation.    In  the  long    li!>t    of   the    occnpa 
tiona  of  the  human  results  of   police   vigi- 
lance peddlers  aud  a  real  estate  maij,a  ba 
ker,     a    harness      maker,      several       fe- 
male      domestics         and       a      number 
of      railroad      employees       are        given 
three  sailors,    two    bartenders,    one  book- 
keeper, a    cigar  maker,    two    engineers,  a 
florist,  a  fisherman,    three   newspaper  men 
and  a  farmer  are  also  blacklisted.    Printers 
and  painters,  bricklayers  and  waiters  havr 
answered    to    their    names  in    the  chief* .s 
room,  besides    an  ice   man,  a  capitalist,  a 
blacksmith,    even  a    storekeeper    and  tin 
smith-       Many    other      occupations      are 
given,  some,    indeed,    for    offenses   which 
any   business   man    is  liable   to   OHUse,  bu' 
¥rith  the  descending    s  alo   in  business  im- 
portance   and    position,    the    arrests    are 
made  for  more  serious    infractions  of     th- 
rules  of  morality  and    good    government. 
Men    charged    with    murder,    assault  and 
Other  less  serious   crimes   have  also  added 
their  names  to  swell    the  list.      One  might 
suppose  that    Dninth   was  growing     more 
wicked,  but  it  is  not  the  case.     There  never 
was  a  time  when  so  tew  arrests  were  made 
for  criioee  other    than    drnnkenness,   and 
this  sad  habit  has   increased,  but  only  in  a 
slightly  smaller    proportion  than  the     in 
crease  in  population,   80  per  cent  of  which 
comes    from     foreigners,     and    those    of 
foreign  parentage,  upon  the  ethical  side  of 
whose    nature    "it    is    lawful    to    drink " 
has  been  almost   indelibly  written  by  cen 
turies  of  indulgence.     It  is    rank    folly  to 
say  that  Duluth  is  growing    worse;   only  a 
few  years  ago  drunkennes  was  an  ordinary 
sight  on  our  streets,  it  is  now    exceptianal; 
and  the  same  can  be  said  of  other   immor- 
alities.    Of  flagrant  and  open    immorality, 
such  as    "he  who  runs  may  read,"  there  is 
but  little,  and  it  exists  mainly  in  the  past. 


All  our  cities  are  infested  bv  gangs  of  wild 
xiys,  who  make  the  evening  and  the  Sunday 
Hideous  to  well  disposed  fieopla  The  news- 
papers occasionally  relate  their  misdeeds,  and 
«e  S6«  them  for  ourselves  grouped  u^n  their 
favorite  corners,  ladies  going  around  th« 
block  to  avoid  passing  them.  Nor  can  w« 
claim  the  wild  boy  nuisance  is  ^>eculiar  to 
great  cities-  In  many  pleasant  country  towns, 
and  even  in  remote  villages,  there  or©  boys- 
rough,  la'wless,  unfeeling,  untaught— who 
have  contrived  to  escav»e  the  sedate  civiliza- 
tion of  their  native  place.  In  their  course 
from  babyhood  they  have  learned  little  ex- 
cept how  to  make  life  a  torment  and  a 
shame  to  their  mothers  and  a  terror  to  their 
neighborhood. 

As  we  pass  these  idle,  ugly,  defiant  groups 
»o  may  very  naturally  wonder  how  they 
have  come  to  exist,  considering  the  number 
of  seductive  traps  good  people  have  set  to 
catch  the  wild  boy  and  make  a  decent  human 
being  of  him;  our  vast  school  system,  for  ex- 
ample, including  the  evening  school,  the 
Sunday  school,  the  truant  officer,  the  reform 
school  and  the  inviting  rooms  of  various 
young  men's  associations. 

Let  us  see  how  this  unhappy  creature  is 
evoWed.    Any  one  may  observe  the  process 
who  will  take  the  trouble  to  study  closely 
one  large  public  school  of  boys.   There  he  sits, 
listless  and   discontented,  chewing  gum,  his 
mouth    already    disfigured    by    the    oiious 
habit,  a  center  and  source  of  disorder  to  his 
quarter    of  the   school    room.     He  remains 
languid  and  quiescent  only  so   long  as  no 
chance  of  mischief  presents  itself;  but  when 
It  does,  he  shows  some  cunning  and  prompt- 
ness in  availing:  himself  of  it.     It  was  not  in 
the  school  riwm,  however,  that  ho  became  a 
wild  boy.     He  begins  his  day's  progress  in 
the  Lad  way  at  home,  in  his  hurried,  disor- 
derly   breakfast,    from    which    ho    goes   to 
school,   half  nourished,  to  devour  whatever 
indigestible  substance  he  can  find.  And  there 
be  sits,  with  his  dirty  hands  and  unclean 
clothes,  an  incipient  wilil   bo}'!    If  there  are 
a  hundred  boys  In  the  schoolroom,  there  are 
usually  half  a  dozen  of  his  kind.     The  school 
room  is  presided  over  by  a  young  lady,  in  a 
lovely  white  apron,  her  hair  done  to  a  nicety, 
and  she  tries  every  hour  to  tame  these  few 
young  savages  by  all  the  arts  of  persuasion 
at  her  command.     She  is  secretly  afraid  of 
the  w-ld  boy.  and  he  knows  it.     She  knows 
and  be  kno%v3  that  if  it  comes  to  a  flght  it 
will  not  be  the  teacher  who  will  gain  the  vic- 
tor>',  and  so  they  live  in  a  condition  of  de- 
moralizing compromise.  "Tommy,"  she  says, 
in    her  sweetest  note  at  the   beginning  of 
school,  "I  see  you  have  brought  that  auger 
to  school  again.     Don't  you  think  you  had 
better  take  it  out  into  the  entry,  or  let  rae 
put  it  into  my  desk?" 

lommy  does  not  think  so,  and  the  gentle 
lady  knows  well  that,  if  she  werato  proceed 
fiom  advice  to  command,  and  command  to 
compulsion,  there  would  be  a  scene  in  the 
schoolroom,  from  which  her  soul  recoils  with 
horror.  She  could  expel  him.  The  law  givn 
her  this  power.  Why  does  she  not  use  it? 
Because  she  is  a  gentle  and  good  woman,  and 
knows  this  boy,  and  perhaps  his  widowed 
mother  also,  and  all  that  mother's  vain  efforts 
to  reftvm  him,  and  she  knows  that  expulsion 
would  simply  mean  his  precipitation  into  the 
career  of  a  wild  boy. 

S<jfiner  or  later,  however,  the  school  system 
loses  ita  hold  upon  him,  and  he  develops 
rapidly  into  a  ruffian  of  the  streets. 

No  one  can  hold  in  more  grateful  regard 
than  I  do  the  patient,  much  enduring  ladies 
who  form  so  important  a  portion  of  the 
teaching  force  of  this  country.  The  benign 
influpnce  of  good  women  Is  needed  in  every 
school,  and  in  no  kind  of  school  so  much  as 
in  a  school  of  boys.  When  the  school  is 
large  enough  to  have  at  its  head  a  strong, 
ible  man,  to  whom  in  cases  of  difficulty  and 
•ebellion  the  ladies  of  the  corps  can  appeal, 
all  goes  well.  They  seldom  need  to  appeal 
The  m«>re  knowledge  that  the  man  is  there, 
with  his  strong  arm  and  his  possible  stick,  is 
usually  a  deterrent  that  suffices.  But  when 
we  place  a  lady  in  charge  of  a  school  in 
which  there  are  boys  heavier  and  stronger 
than  herself,  and  leavo  her  there  to  fight  it 
out  with  them  alone,  day  after  day,  with  no 
resource  against  persistent  disorder,  which  is 
a  confession  of  defeat,  we  do  something 
which  is  extremely  likely  to  result  in  the  de- 
velopment of  wild  boys. 

It  is  surprising  how  well  many  of  our 
gentlfl  and  resolute  ladies  manage,  unsup- 
ported as  they  are  by  visible  force.  But  out 
of  every  fifty  boys  there  are  likely  to  be  as 
many  as  five  who  will  defy  the  teacher,  if 
not  totally  conquer  and  frustrate  her,  to  the 
extent  of  making  her  life  a  daily  renewal  of 
bitterness  and  shame.  If  we  place  a  lady 
over  a  lot  of  lively  and  vigorous  boys,  we  are 
bound  to  supplement  her.  We  must  arrange 
it  so  that,  at  any  moment  of  need,  she  can 
summon  by  telephone  or  otherwise  a  super- 
intendent, a  selectman,  a  trustee,  with  a  stout 
policeman  accompanying  him,  well  provided 
with  the  means  of  subduing  the  rebeL  He  is 
always  a  coward.  Let  him  but  know  that 
his  gentle  teacher  has  this  resource  and  it 
will  usually  keep  him  in  order. 

As  a  i)eople,  I  fear  we  are  a  little  too  soft 
and  sentimental  about  childhood.  We  might 
advantageously  caress  it  a  little  less  and 
study  it  much  more.  Children,  like  other 
musical  instruments,  give  forth  music  only 
when  they  are  played  upon  by  a  skillful  hand. 
I  often  think  of  a  school  as  resembling  a  great 
organ  full  of  pipes,  trumpets  and  flutes. 
When  a  master  toucnes  the  keys  and  works 
the  pedals,  the  mighty  instrument  fills  all  the 
region  with  harmony.  It  is  wofuUy  other- 
wise when  an  unskillful  or  insufflcient  player 
fills  the  organist's  seat 

A  well  governed  child,  thit  is,  a  child  that 
has  leam«?d  reasonable  obedience  without  loss 
of  natural  vivacity,  is  the  most  enchanting 
object  in  the  universe.  It  graces  and  cheers 
every  home  of  which  it  is  a  part.  Every  eye 
rests  upon  it  with  pleasure  and  benediction. 
But  alas  I  an  ungoverned  or  misgoverned 
child  can  easily  become  something  hideous 
and  terrific.  No  creature  can  be  more  cruel 
In  my  life  I  have  known  two  or  three  in- 
stances of  cruelty  to  children  from  parents 
and  teachers,  but  it  seems  to  me  I  have 
known  a  hundred  cases  of  the  most  savage 
cruelty  committed  by  children  upon  parents, 
teachers  and  one  another.  They  aie  cruel 
because  they  are  young.  A  proper  considera- 
tion for  the  rights  and  feelings  of  others  is 
not  naturally  a  trait  of  childhood;  it  belongs 
to  maturity.  It  comes  with  knowledge  of 
life  and  experience  of  suffering.  Hence  the 
necessity  of  children  being  instructed  in  ele- 
mentary morals,  and  of  their  being  com- 
pelled, if  necessary,  by  tne  strong  hand,  to 
respect  other  people's  rishts. 

In  truth,  stable  virtue  in  ail  its  forms  be- 
longs to  maturity,  while  vice  is  a  thing 
green,  raw,  mindless,  stupid,  immature-  In 
our  8cho<^  and  colleges  it  is  the  crude,  pro- 
vincial minds  that  give  trouble,  and  when  we 
visit  one  of  our  prisons,  we  find  that  three- 
fourths  of  the  criminals  there  are  little  more 
than  wild  boys  In  a  cage.— James  Parton  In 
Boston  Herald. 


Exposure  to  strong  sunlight  was  long  ago 
found  to  give  a  reddish  tint  to  gray  colored 
agates,  and  this  suggobt^Hl  the  burning  of 
such  stones  so  as  to  convert  them  into  car- 
uelians.  At  Oberstein,  likely  stones  for  this 
purpose  are  flrtt  dried  thoroughly,  then  sat- 
m-at«d  in  isulphuric  aoid  and  afterward  «x- 
P08«d  In  on  earthenware  crucible  to  red  heat. 
They  are  allowed  to  cool  slowly,  and  are 
then  seen  to  be  of  a  light  red  color,  Not 
content  with  imitating  the  rarer  natural  va- 
rieties of  agate,  such  as  onyx  and  carnellan, 
German  manufacturers  have  taken  to  stain- 
ing agates  blue,  and  all  othw  sorta  of  colors 
unknown  to  the  natural  stone.  Aniline  dyes, 
as  unnatural  as  they  are  fugitive,  have  also 
lately  been  used  for  agate  staiuijig. -Jewel- 
lev's  Review. 


£at  Plenty  of  Onion*. 

No  family  ought  to  be  w  ithout  onions  the 
whole  year  round.  Plant  old  onions  in  the 
fall,  aud  they  will  come  up  at  least  three 
weeks  earlier  iu  the  spring  than  by  spring 
planting.  Give  children  of  ail  ages  a  lew  of 
them  raw,  as  soon  as  they  are  fit  to  be  eaten; 
do  not  miss  treating  them  with  a  mess  of  raw 
onions  three  or  four  times  a  week.  When 
they  get  too  large  aud  st  rong  to  be  eaten  mw, 
iheu  boil  or  roast  them.  During  unhealthy 
seasons,  when  diphtheria  and  like  contagious 
diseases  prevail,  onions  ought  to  be  eaten  in 
the  spring  of  the  year  at  least  once  a  week. 
Onions  are  invigorating  aud  prophyluclic 
beyond  description.  Children  do  not  die  of 
diphtheria  or  scarlatina,  anginosa,  etc.,  where 
oaions  are  freely  eaten.— Hall's  Journal  of 
Health.  

SILVER     IN    A    DEAD    MULE, 


DETECTIVES'  WAlfS. 


ONE    OF    THEM    TELLS    HOV^'   THEY 
SOMETIMES    NAB    THEIR     ^AN. 
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Coloring  Agates. 

A  suitable  agate,  after  being  thoroughly 
dried,  is  immersed  in  a  mixture  of  honey 
and  water  or  in  olive  oil,  and  kept  thus  at 
least  three  days,  exposed  to  a  moderate  heat 
It  is  then  wa.shed,  dried  and  put  in  a  vessel 
containing  enough  sulphuric  acid  to  cover  it 
The  vessel  is  thereafter  exposed  to  a  gentle 
heat  for  a  varying  number  of  hours,  when 
the  porous  layers  are  found  to  have  become 
much  darker  in  color.  The  reason  of  this  is 
that  these  layers,  having  become  saturated 
with  oil,  are  acted  upon  by  the  sulphuric 
acid,  which  decomposes  the  sugary  or  oily 
constituent,  and  forms  in  Its  place  a  deposit 
of  carbon.  It  is  in  this  way  that  banded 
agate  Is  converted  Into  the  onyx,  with-  Its 
black  and  white  layers,  used  lu  the  produo- 
tloa  qX  camocs  and  intap;Hgis,

tain a  lAFgfo  Silver  Ball. 
The  teamsters  driving  up  Aspen  mountain 
were  surprised  to  see  a  dago,  as  they  called 
him,  opening  old  Pete.

The  man  to  whom  it  is  addressed  i|  a  short, 
thickset  man;  there  is  nothing  albut  lum 
toatUact  attention.  He  is  the  mpst  com- 
mon pi  cc>  man  I  have  met  for  some  time.  Rt 
is  simply  leaning  against  a  pile  <(f  boxes, 
trunks  and  th©  like  at  a  railroaS  station. 
Upon  the  first  glance  he  looks  like  p  sleepy 
old  fellow,  who  may  have  drunk  imjre  than 
a  flagon  of  rum,  or  he  may  havo  vfalked  a 
long  distance,  and  therefoi-e  he  is  ijatigued. 
As  any  one  approached  him  in  the  ijrowd  ho 
looked  sharply  and  then  seemed  to  become 
oblivious. 

That  man  is  one  of  the  sharpest  detectives 
in  the  state  of  Alai«achusetts. 

"What  are  j-ou  doing  there!"  is  the  ques- 
tion again. 

Quickly  without  moving  a  muscle,  without 
loosing  up  again,  he  answers  ina  low,  distinct 
voice:  "Don't  speak  to  me  now.  I'lo  watch- 
ing a  man."     I  moved  away. 

Presently  the  crowd  grows  thicker.  The 
sleepy  gentleman  by  the  trunks  becomes  sud- 
denly aroused.  He  moves  about  very  rapidly 
among  the  people.     What  will  he  do! 

Hardly  is  thero  time  to  walk  tiin  paces 
when  he  has  disappeared.  The  train  ilhunders 
into  the  station  and  the  people  get  a'xxard. 
The  man  was  nowhere. 

CATCHING  A   BCUOLAB. 

That  night  one  of  the  boldest  burglars  was 
aiTested  and  lodged  in  jail.  He  was  arrested 
on  that  traiu  and  by  the  sleepy  man. 

The  an-est  was  accomplished  thui:  As  a 
rough  looking  man  with  a  tinpail  in  ijis  hand 
walked  quickly  from  the  depot  to  tbe  traiu 
the  detective  followed  him  closely,  ilnd  just 
as  he  was  about  to  put  his  foot  on  the  steps  he 
tripped  aud  fell  to  the  platform.

"liideed!    Any  arrests?" 
"Not  yet,  but  the  officers  are  clostt  on  the 
track  of  tho  leader  of  the  gang." 

"Are  they?  Do  they  think  they  hive  the 
right  man?" 

"Yes,  they  are  watching  a  man  In  East 
Boston  by  the  name  of  Ridgewood, .%.  noted 
bui-glai-," 

Just  at  this  moment  a  mau  arose  from  the 
seat  behind  and  walked  out  of  the  cir.  He 
passed  on  into  the  next  car. 

"That's  our  mau,"  whispered  the  detective 
to  his  apparently  injured  companion.  The 
two  men  arose  and  passed  into  the  next  car 
after  the  fellow  who  had  arisen.

"It  was  when  I  tripiied  up  my  friend,  that 
I  wanted  to  avoid  suspicion,  the  burglar  was 
behind  us;  the  man  who  fell  fli-st  i.-,  one  of  the 
best  detectives  in  Boston.  He  was  dressed 
like  a  workingmau  and  carried  a  pail.  When 
wo  fell  tbe  man  did  not  notice  us,  but  hurried 
to  the  cars;  all  the  other  people  stopfed  and 
looked  on.  :

The  miai  read 
Che  same  paper  for  a  long  time;  ho  did  not 
seem  to  be  interested  in  it  at  all,  although  his 
eyes  were  intently  upon  it  They  were  only 
on  one  spot.  We  sat  down  in  front  jf  him 
and  began  to  ejit  apples  and  talk,  \rhen  1 
mentioned  the  namo  Ridgewood  ho  started 
rom  his  reverie-  1  looked  him  squaro  in  the 
eye.  He  g-.it  up  and  left  the  car,  Ue  ^fas  our 
man. 

"Oh,  about  she  eight  foot  walk!  W*(|U,  you 
see,  an  old  criminal  who  has  done  time  will 
never  get  out  of  the  habit  of  walking  up  and 
down  as  he  has  don«  so  long  m  his  cell  He 
will  only  go  about  eight  feet;  that  is  the 
regulation  length  of  cell-s.  He  does  tliis  un- 
consciously, and  even  though  he  may  guard 
himself  against  it,  before  he  knows  it  he  will 
begin  to  walk  up  and  down. 

"Of  course,"  said  the  detective,  "no  man 
gives  himself  up  to  justice— no  criminal  tells 
the  detective  that  he  is  the  mau,  \f&  are 
comoelled  to  judge  from  our  experience.  A 
criminal  has  a  certain  look;  a  peculiirway 
of  moving  secretly,  even  iu  tbe  public  places 
—in  hotels,  at  theatres,  all  over.  No  toe  but 
a  skillful  man  in  criminal  work  can  t  ill  the 
difference,  but  their  actions  aro  readily  ap- 
parent— thev  become  a  larger  part  of  a 
criminal's  nature;  he  cannot  cast  off  him- 
self. 

"Then  there  are  other  things  certan  well 
known  criminals  have,"  he  added,  'a  dis- 
tinct stylo  of  work.  The  crime  is  always 
carefully  investigated  and  the  detKJtives 
learn  the  methods  of  the  different  men  It  is 
a  school  I  cannot  explain  it  to  jou  unless 
you  are  a  close  observer  of  human  nature. 

"A  criminal  iu  walking  along  the  street 
will  unconsciously  tura  bis  bead  and  .{ive  a 
quick  glance  backward  almost  ev(«-y  so 
often,  generally  with  every  hundred  steps,  I 
can  tell  a  man  instantly  when  1  eater  a 
crowd.  That's  why  these  fellows  hide  tway. 
They  know  that  if  they  apixsar  hi  publ  cthey 
will  be  recognized."— Boston  Record.

The  committee  ol  the  New  York  stock 
•xchanue  has  just  allowed  the  libtiug  of  the 
1400,000  of  8ect)nd  mortgage  bonds  of  the 
.St.  Paul  A  Duluth.  completing  the  issue, 
»nd  $3,500,000  tiist  mortgage  bonds  of  the 
EMt«rn    ol  Minnesota. 

As  soon  in  the  spring  as  he  can  get  to  the 
NortH  ohore  mines.  Capt.  Spaulding  of  the 
Ancient  Diggings  mine,  will  again  strike  into 
the  country  and  will  do  development 
work  all  summer.  He  promises  to  work 
the  mines  to  the  fullest  extent. 

At  a  cedar  camp  two  miles  from  Two 
Harbors  45,000  square  yards  of  blocks 
have  already  l)den  cut  out  for  paving  work 
in  Miuneapo'lia.  There  is  splendid  cedar 
on  the  line  of  the  Iron  Range  and  back  of 
the  lake  ehore  and  much  will  be  taken  out 
•very  season  hereafter  for  local  use  and  ex 
port. 

Supply  teams  and  men  started  out  from 
Cloquet  on  the  line  of  the  Duluth  &  Winni- 
peg a  day  or  two  aeo  to  construct  a  head- 
quarters camp  and  branches,  and  start 
the  work  of  construction.  It  will  probably 
be  hut  a  short  time  now  before  a  lar«« 
force  of  laborers  will  be  rushing  thmgs  all 
along.  It  win  surely  be  a  short  ti.ue  if  tho 
road  gets  its  land  grant  safe. 

All  lumbermen  report  an  excellent  season, 
v»ilhtheco»t  of  getting  out  logs  reduced 
greatly  from  any  previous  year.  What 
trouble  they  may  have  with  the  drive  re- 
mains to  be  seen,  though  but  a  small  pro- 
portion of  the  cut  of  Duluth  mills  for  this 
year  is  where  a  low  stage  of  water  in  the 
streams  will  aBect  it  gr*atly.  Choppers 
are  already  coming  into  town  from  the 
i-amps  to  await  the  drive. 

The  Northwestern  Fuel  company  has 
leased  the  uncompleted  portion  of  tho 
Great  Northern  elevator  dock,and  the  best 
tasilities  for  handling  coal,  will  soon 
be  put  in.  The  work  of  erecting  the  super- 
structure and  derricks  will  be  dons  by  tne 
railroad  company.  The  dimens-ons  of  this 
portion  of  the  dock  are  500x205  feet,  suffi- 
cient for  storing  150.000  tons  of  coal.  This 
will  give  the  Northwestern  storage  capacity 
at  the  head  o!  the  lake  for  650.000  tons. 
and  an  ability  to  handle  during  the  year 
twice  that  amount.

him.  One  of  those  bnndlo  bull  pups  that 
prevail  in  Paris  was  praneing  on  the  side- 
walk In  a  mild  state  of  joy  at  seeing  tho  mas- 
ter preparing  to  deport  after  having  made  a 
long  visit  in  the  neighboring-  wino  shopw 
Elzpectation,  excitement,  anxiety,  in  fact 
every  canine  emotion,  animated  that  pup's 
ugly  little  mug,  aud  I  was  just  thinking  bow 
the  lowest  of  mankind  is  capable  of  ins;.)iring 
love  In  a  dog's  heart,  and  what  faithfulness 
wagged  that  stumpy  tail,  when  the  human 
brute  wantonly  kicked  him  with  such  force 
as  to  bowl  him  clean  across  the  sidewalk. 
Then,  having  shown  this  amiable  recogni- 
tion of  tho  dog's  eager  welcome,  the  man 
Fcized  him  by  the  scuff  of  the  nock  and  toMed 
him  into  the  cart. 

For  a  moment  I  not  only  longed  for  our 
efflcont  society,  but  for  a  cowhide  to  apply 
where  it  would  do  tho  most  good.  All  sorts 
tmd  conditions  of  men  are  known  to  mal- 
treat creatures  weaker  than  themselves,  t>iit 
I  never  witnessed  a  more  gratuitous  display 
of  cruelty  to  an  animal  than  this,  and  it 
fairly  darkened  tho  whole  day.  I  shall  never 
think  of  St.  Denis  and  Marie  Antoinette's 
coffin  without  seeing  that  jiathetic  brindle 
pup  half  killed  simpl}-  because^  he  had  the 
bad  tasto  to  love  asavago  master!  There 
are  so  many  Americans  living  in  Paris  it  ib 
surprising  no  movement  is  made  to  introduce 
our  efficient  system  of  prevention  of  cruelty 
and  BO  inspire  tho  French  societ}'  to  be  not 
merely  an  organization  ia  uaiuo.  The  field 
for  work  is,  indeed,  wide,  but  I  am  sure  a 
great  deal  more  could  be  done  if  some  of  our 
influential  people  at  homo  would  agitate  the 
matter.  Though  tho  task  set-nis  almost  hope- 
less in  a  population  as  numerous  as  this,  yet 
once  make  the  laws  sufUcieutly  stringent  and 
tho  French  government  will  be  an  able  coad- 
jutor. For  laws  ure  not  broken  hore  with 
impunity. --Cor.  Boston  Herald.

Tlie  capital  stock  is  $100,000,  pod  the 
indebtedness  is  limited  to  f  2.''.,000.  The 
object  is  to  acquire  and  operate  railway 
I  ne-i  in  and  about  Duluth  and  Superior 
ttie  lines  to  include  the  following:  A  line 
of  railway        with  any  nnm 

ber  of  tracks  (not  exceedingr  four) 
extending  from  a  point  in  Dnlnth  to  a 
point  in  Superior;  a  line  or  lines  of  rail 
way  tracks  connecting  the  railways  of  the 
Duluth  <t  Iron  Range,  the  St.  Paul  &  Du- 
luth, the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manito- 
ba, the  Northern  Pacific,  the  Eastern

I-K)Ni>o»,  Feb.  26.— The  Parnell-Times 
case  was  resumed  this  morning  and  a  gen- 
eral opinion  prevails  that  before  the  day 
is  over  the  witness  Pigott  will  have  been 
ordered  under  arrest  by  the  justices  for 
perjury.  Since  the  adjournment  on  Fri- 
day Sir  Charles  Russell  has 
come  into  possession  considerable 
additional  evidence  regarding  his 
diokerings  with  the  late  chief  secretary 
Foster  and  the  Times  people  which  will,  it 
is  said,  knock  the  few  remaining  props 
from  under  him  -  There  was  an  immense 
crowd  around  the  court  building  this 
morning  and  not  one-tenth  could  obtain 
admission. 

THE    TIMES  IN  A  QUA|UPKBT . 

London,  Feb.  26.— The  Parnell  commis 
sion  resumed  its  sitting  this  morniug. 
After  the  opening  of  the  court.  Sir  Charles 
Russell  arose  and  stated  that  on  Saturday 
Richard  Piggott  went  to  the  residence  of 
Mr.  Henry  Labouchere  and  in  the  presence 
of  Mr.  George  Augustus  Sala,  signed  a 
confession  stating  that  the  letters  upon 
which  the  Times  based  its  charges 
against  the  Irish  members  of  the 
house  of  commons  were  forgeries. 
Sir  Charles  Russell  applied  for  warrant  for 
the  arrest  of  Piggott.  Presiding  justice 
Hannon  said  such  a  warrant  would  be 
ready  in  an  hour.  Attorney  general  Web- 
ster, for  the  Times,  said  that  he  woula 
have  to  consider  what  course  to  pursue. 
He  would  also  have  to  decide  whether  or 
not  he  would  resume  any  part   of  tne  case. 

When  Piggott  was  called  to  again  take 
the  stand  he  did  not  appear.  A.fter  the 
court  had  waited  for  some  time  counsel 
for  the  Times  stated  to  the  judges  Piggott 
had  left  the  hotel  at  which  he  was  stop- 
ping at  11  o'clock  last  night  and  that  the 
counsel  were  ignorant  of  his  whereabouts. 
This  statement  caused  an  immediate  sen- 
sation in  the  court  room.  The  court  at 
once  took  a  recess  of  half  an  hour  at 
the  expiration  ol  which  time 
if  Piggott  does  not  appear  his  pa 
pers  at  the  hotel  will  probably  be   seized. 

what    PIGGOTT    CONFBSSEP. 

Piggott,  in  his  confession  to  Mr  Labou- 
chere on  Saturday,  said  that  he  forged  all 
the  letters  secured  by  the  Times  which 
purported  to  have  been  written  by  Messrs 
Egan,  Parnell,  Davitt  and  O'Rilly.  He 
alf-o  admitted  that  he  had  been  guilty  of 
perjury  in  his  evidence  given  before  the 
commission.  Mr  Soarne,  solicitor  for  the 
f  imee,  emphatically  denies  doing  anything 
direc  ly  or  indirectly  to  assist  Piggott  to 
make  his  escape. 

Sir  Charles  Russell  said  in  court  that 
'PigffoU  in  the  presence  of  George  Augus- 
tus Sala  signed  the  confession  that  the 
documents  he  had  produced  were  forgeries 
and  that  he  was  the  forger.  This 
confession  was  sent  to  Mr 
Lewis,  who  yesterday  returned  it  to  Piggott 
saying  that  Mr  Parnell  refused  to  have 
anything  to  do  with  him.  Mr  Shannon 
was  then  called  as  a  witness.  He  testified 
that  on  Sunday  night  Piggott  gave  him  a 
written  statement  denying  the  statement 
made  to  Mr  Labouchere  that  he  had  forged 
all  the  letters.  Piggott  said  that  he  be- 
lieved the  first  batch  were  genuine.  In  the 
second  batch  two  of  the  Parnell  letters 
were  forged  by  himself  and  Casey,  while 
the  third  batch,  consisting  of  letters  from 
Messrs  Davitt  and  O'Kelly,  were  also 
forged  by  himself  and  Casey.  Piggott 
added  in  his  statement  that  having  now 

stated  the  tbuth 
and  confessed  before  the  world,  the  Times 
should  deal  leniently  with  him.  Upon 
cross  examination  Mr.  Shannon  said  he 
had  taken  no  steps  to  prevent  Piggott 
from  bolting.  He  expected  him  to  appear 
in  court. 

Sir  Charles  Russell  demanded  that  the 
court  summon  the  constable  and  detec 
tives  who  wSre  with  Piggott  in  order  that 
they  might  explain  how  he  spcceeded  in 
getting  away.  .Mr  Houston  testified  that 
Piggott  had  not  taken  his  luggage  with 
him,  he  produced  letters  left  for  Piggott 
at  Anderson's  but  they  contained  nothing 
of  importance;  he  also  produced  a  letter 
Piggott  had  addressed  to  him  on  Saturday 
asKing  for  the  balance  of  .33  pounds  which 
Piggott  said  he  had  often  been  promised 
In  his  letter  he  said  he  was  told  that  he 
would  be  prosecuted  for  perjury  and  be 
wanted  money  to  send  to  his  children. 
Mr.  Soames  was  called  and  produced  let- 
ters Pigott  had  written  to  him.  In  one 
letter  dated  November,  1888,  Pigott  com- 
plained that  Houston  after  informing  him 
that  the  Times  had  agreed  to  pay  him 
£5000,  refused  to  make  such  promise. 
Pigott  claimed  that         according 

to  the  agreement  bis  name  wa-« 
to  be  concealed,  aud  he  said  that  if  called 
as  a  witness  he  would  refuse  to  testify. 
He  enclosed  a  letter  from  Mr  Maodonald, 
in  which  the  latter  guaranteed  that  Pig- 
gott's  name  should  not  be  given  in  any 
court.  Piggott  wrote  that  if  he  were  com- 
pelled to  appear  in  court  he  would  con 
eider  it  unfair  trea  ment. 

Mr.  Shannon  saw  Piggott  at  noou  yes- 
terday. On  October  19,  Piggott  released 
witness  from  his  obligation  of  secrecy; 
unlil  then  he  had  not  mentioned  Piggott's 
name  to  the  counsel.  Piggott  wrote  on 
Saturday  asking  for  money,  but  witness 
did  not  send  him  any.

The  confession  of  that  poor  old  repro- 
bate, Piggott,  that  he  himself  forged  those 
invalaable  written  possessions  of  the  Lou- 
don Times,  by  which  it  modestly  hoped 
to  destroy  the  political  aspirations  of 
an  entire  people,  and  which  were  the  basis 
of  its  defense  in  the  Parnell  suits,  must 
come  hard  upon  her  Brittannio  Majesty's 
ministry.  A  more  woeful  catastrophe  ne- 
ver t>efell  an  enterprising  government,  or 
a  gullible  manager  of  a  great  daily   paper. 


The  Inman  steamer,  City  of  New  York, 
which  was  intended  to  be  able  to  made  the 
trip  between  New  York  and  Liverpool  in 
six  days,  has  not  yet  succeeded  in  doing  it, 
and  is  now  undergoing  some  changes 
which  are  expected  to  produce  the  required 
speed.

Section  2  makes  it  un- 
lawful to  kill  any  regularly*admitted  prac- 
ticing attorney  in  said  city  between  the 
29t  day  of  February  and  the  :^Oth  day  of 
May  and  between  the  Ist  day  of  August 
and  the  30th  day  of  November.  There  are 
eimilar  provisions  relating  to  the  killing 
of  physicians,  surgeons,  ministers,  mer- 
chants, etc.  The  concluding  section  makes 
it  a  misdemeanor  to  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  to  be  punished  by 
an  interview  of  30  minutes  with  Judge 
Lynch.  The  bill  is,  of  course,  a  joke  and 
is  introduced  in  view  of  the  lawless  and 
mnrderona  proclivities  of  our  neighbors  of 
Stevens  Point. 


The  Colombian,  like  Central  American 
governments  generally,  wanted  more 
revenue.  They  concluded  to  establish  an 
ice  monopoly,  which  was  sold  to  the  high, 
est  bidder.  Feeling  itself  secure,  a  Bos- 
ton company,  which  had  the  run  of  the 
Panama  market,  declined  to  bid.  The 
snccessful  contestant,  who  is  to  pay  $4,- 
600  a  year  for  the  privilege,  asks  the  gov- 
ernment to  put  him  in  possession.  The 
Boston  company  is  in  a  rage  at  the  cool 
proceeding,  and — exactly  upon  what 
grounds  is  not  clear,  for  the  Columbians 
have  a  right  to  prohibit  the  importation 
of  ice  if  they  see  fit— has  gained  the  inter- 
vention of  our  Uncle  Samuel,  who  is  said 
to  threaten  that  be  will  have  the  Boston 
company's  cargoes  landed  under  the  cover 
of  one  of  his  frigates.  The  native  editors 
are  in  war  paint.  One  of  them  shouts: 
"Let  the  victorious  of  Hnyti  and  the  hu- 
miliated of  Samoa  come.  There  is  still 
plenty  of  blood  to  shed  in  Colnmbia,  and 
the  days  when  the  Spanish  fleets  were 
captured  in  the  midst  of  the  waters  by  the 
heroes  of  emancipation  are  not  forgotten." 
If  Blaine  is  in  on  the  ground  floor  of  that 
Boston  ice  company  let  us  look  out  for 
lively  times.  But  until  he  comes  in  it 
might  be  well  to  put  all  parties  concerned 
in  the  cooling  room.

A  Flatboatman  with  a  Keen  Kye  Takes 
the  Conceit  Oat  of  a  ProfcHiaional— A 
Game  of  "Old  Sledee"  Which  \inii<e<l 
the  Sports  of  New  Orleans. 

In  1851.  when  New  Orleans  was  reached  by 
flatboats,  the  cargo  of  apples,  hay,  corn  or 
meats  was  disposed  of  aa  fa.st  as  purchasers 
could  ba  found,  after  which  the  crews  looked 
up  the  local  sights,  particularly  the  "tiger," 
Of  all  the  curiosities  then  to  be  found  there 
they  preferred,  beyond  all  dispute,  the  tiger. 

This  popular  quadmptKl  was  to  bo  seen  no- 
whcro  in  more  vigor  and  Ixjauty  of  coat  than 
in  the  gilded  rooms  of  the  Gouzalo  Brothers. 
In  their  saloon  be  wm  invariably  lavishly 
habit«>d  in  a  short  jacket  of  green,  closely 
fitting  hw  rotund  body.  Down  the  front  was 
a  row  of  very  large  buttons  made  from  Mexi- 
can dollai's,  the  front  faces  of  which  were  so 
polished  that  they  reflected  light  as  inirroi-s. 
Shortly  after  the  noonday  lunch  had  been 
served  in  the  front  saloon  on  a  cool  Sunday 
a  tall,  gaunt  flatboatraan  sauntered  in  to- 
ward the  tables,  where  little  groups  were 
watching  with  intense  anxiety  the  turning 
up  of  tho  cards  by  one  of  the  dealers.  The 
game  was  Mexico's  favorite  monte,  and 
large  smns  were  scattered  about  tho  table.

BOWXBS  PBOPOSBS  A   GAME. 

Bowers  nodded  pleasantly  to  the  right  and 
left  and  took  a  seat  at  one  of  the  tables  where 
Gonzalo  was  presiding.

A  runaway  occurred  late  yesterday  after- 
noon on  Lake  avenue  north.  A  horse,  at- 
tached to  a  sleigh,  in  which  were  two 
ladies,  became  frightened  at  some  children 
coasting,  and  dashed  down  the  Bt«ep  street, 
overturning  the  vehicle  just  before  reaching 
Superior  street,  throwing  the  ladies  out, 
but  fortunately  they  were  uninjured.  The 
horse  was  stopped  by  a  policeman  further 
down  the  avenue,  but  not  before  the  cutter 
had  been  demolished. 

Agent  Mendenhall,  of  the  Wisconsin  Cen- 
tral road,  who  has  just  returned  to  Duluth 
from  a  western  trip,  says  that  the  citizens 
of  Montana  are  just  "whooping  it  up"  over 
the  admission  of  the  territory  to  stat*-- 
hood.  Everyone  has  gone  wild  over  the 
event.  In  the  big  mining  towns  of  Helena 
and  Butte,  business  affairs,  he  reports,  are 
lively,  but  the  citizens  are  mostly  con- 
cerned with  dragging  their  way  through  the 
two  feet  of  mud  with  which  the  streets  are 
covered. 

After  drawing  and  examining  over  loOmen 
men  the  circuit  court  ofDouglae  county  has 
at  last  selected  ajury  to  serve  ontheltalian 
murder  trial,  and  the  case  opened  yester- 
day. The  trial  has  assumed  a  very  pecu- 
liar form  and  promises  to  be  very  interest- 
ing. The  eight  men  will  be  tried  in  sec- 
tions of  five  and  three, both  sections  plead- 
ing not  guilty  and  charging  one  another 
with  the  crime.  These  men  are  charg-'d 
with  the  murber  of  their  fireman,  an 
employee  of  the  Omana  road  and  it  is 
claimed  that  there  is  abundant  and  sure 
proof  of  their  guilt.

STlll  A  MYSTERY. 


A  TRAGEDY  OF   TWEfMTY-FIVE  YEARS  j 
AGO  IS  YET  UNSOLVED.  i 


A  Beautiful  Voung  1.4Mly  MyAtv-ttmsly 
Mm  'ered  In  .Atlanta.  Qa..  Oaring  the 
War— FounJ  Ptad  oi>  Her  Bed,  Arrayed 
In  Gay  .\ttlre. 

During  Iho  Sherman  siege  of  Atlanta  in 
1SC4  a  tragedy  occurred  which  has  ever  since 
beon  envolojxMl  in  mrstctv,  and  which  ot  the 
time  almost  caust-il  the  besiejj;ed  people  to 
forget  the  great  army  which  w.ig  pressing 
into  the  tity.  The  population  of  the  city 
was  reduced  to  less  than  5,000  civilians,  who 
lived  in  bomb  proofs  frequently  aiul  who, 
being  cut  off  from  the  world,  formed  a  com- 
munity of  its  own.  This  community  for  the 
most  part  was  formed  of  women  and  chil- 
dren, the  nicu  being  absent  In  the  army.  The 
ofiQi  ers  and  soldiers  of  the  garrison,  between 
tho  general  engagement.s,  would  enjoy  social 
reimion  with  tho  citizens,  .lud  many  dances 
were  given  by  tho  young  ladies  for  the 
amusement  of  their  military  admirers. 

Before  the  circle  around  the  city  was  com- 
plete there  came  into  Atlanta  by  the  West 
Point  road  a  young  lady  giving  her  name  as 
Miss  Jauo  Moorehoail,  from  Mobile,  Ala. 
Her  arrival  was  son»ewhat  mysterious,  as 
well  as  her  stay  in  the  city.  She  at  once  ■ 
sought  occupation  iu  the  hospitals,  where  she 
came  to  be  regarded  as  an  angel  of  mercy. 
ANOKL  OF  THB  UOSPITAL. 

Hor  beauty  is  described  as  having  been 
great,  and  she  had  many  accomplishments 
and  was  evidently  of  gentle  breeding.  She 
would  never  refer  to  her  past  life,  bat  it 
came  to  be  believed  that  her  love  had  died 
on  one  of  the  battlefields  of  V^irginia,  and 
that  she  had  simply  resolved  to  devote  her 
life  to  the  alleviation  of  the  sufferings  of  the 
soldiers  in  the  hospitals. 

Later  on  and  nearing  the  end  of  the  siege  a 
ball  was  announced  to  take  place  in  one  of 
tho  houses  on  Walton  street.  Miss  Moore- 
tiead,  who  never  went  to  a  place  of  amuse- 
ment, was  urged  by  a  captain  whom  she  had 
met  in  the  hospital  to  go  to  the  ball.  The 
ladies  of  hor  acquaintance  also  joined  in  and 
urged  her  to  take  this  recreation.  She  finally 
consented.  When  the  captain  called  for  her 
he  found  her  in  a  full  bridal  costume,  with 
valuable  and  brilliant  jewelry.  It  was  the 
first  time  she  had  ever  so  appeared.  At  the 
ball  she  was  one  of  the  gayest,  and  seemed 
so  unlike  the  sad  hospital  visitant  that  it  at- 
tiacteii  t;eneral  remark.  At  2  in  the  morn- 
ing the  ball  ended  and  the  guests  scattered 
for  their  homes. 

When  Miss  Moorebead  failed  to  arise  by  8 
a.  m.  it  did  not  surprise  the  lady  with  whom 
she  iKMirded,  but  when  10  o'clock  came  with 
no  sign  of  her  the  door  was  ojiened.  There 
Miss  Moorehead  was  found  fully  dressed  as 
she  lay  across  the  bed,  her  face  toward  the 
wall 

STABBED  TO  THB  HEART. 

A  call  did  not  arouse  her,  and  a  touch  told 
that  she  was  dead.  Two  stabs  had  pierced 
her  heart,  and  were  so  closely  made  as 
scarcely  to  make  a  crease  in  her  dress.  The 
sensation  which  followed  was  intense.  Her 
fidelity  to  the  wounded  soldiers  made  every 
one  of  them  feel  that  she  was  a  sister.  The 
fears  of  the  ladies  were  aroused  at  the  mys- 
terious assassination. 

Who  could  have  been  her  murderer,  and 
what  was  his  motive?  The  captain  who  had 
been  her  escort  the  night  before  had  left  her 
safely  at  home,  and  no  one  thought  of  sus- 
pecting him  at  the  time.  The  chamber  win- 
dow opened  upon  the  garden.  Footsteps  lead- 
ing up  thereto  showed  that  it  was  through 
this  wmdow  that  the  murderer  made  his  way. 
The  fact  thiit  not  a  jewel  had  been  misplaced 
showed  that  it  could  not  have  been  a  robber 
who  had  done  the  deed.  There  were  those 
who  invented  all  manner  of  theories.  The 
one  most  generally  accepted  was  that  some 
one,  struck  by  her  beauty  while  at  the  ball, 
had  entered  the  chamber  in  the  manner  de- 
scribed with  improper  motive,  and,  finding 
himself  repulsed,  quickly  dispatched  her. 
Others  believed  that  the  captain,  who  had 
urged  her  to  marry  him,  and  finding  her  ob- 
durate, had  committed  the  deed  to  prevent 
her  from  falling  into  other  hands.  While 
the  sensation  among  the  beleaguered  people 
was  at  its  height  Shei-man's  forces  enteretl 
tho  city,  scattered  the  people  and  prevented 
investigation;  but  when  the  people  a  year 
later  returncfl  to  their  homes  the  talk  of  the 
tragedy  was  reueweci.  The  captain  had  been 
killed  meantime  in  the  battle  of  Jonesboro, 
and  the  tragedy  passed  into  memory,  and  to 
this  day  is  frequently  spoken  of.— Atlanta 
(Ga.)  Cor.  Chicago  Tribune.

Capt.  E.  Morcom   ami  J).   T.    l>euion 
will  go  to   Cuba   and   assume   chargeof 
the  iron  mines   there   for   an    Ameri(!an 
company     the  former   as   mining  super 
intendeut,  the  latter  as  master  mechanic. 
A  few  montlis  ago  the   above  gentlemen 
went  on  a    tour    of    inspection    to  these 
mines  ;uul  now    have   accepted  the  posi- 
tions tendered   them.     Capt.    Morcom  is 
an    old-time    Michigan    miner   and   has 
held  offices  for  the  Menominee  Iron  i-om 
pany  in  Michigan,  and  for  the  Minnes<jta 
Iron  comjjany  of   this  city     both  organi 
zations  of   the  largest   size.     Since  their 
arrival  home   they    have    spoken  in  the 
highest    terms    of    Cuban    ores,  Cnban 
mines,  and  of  the  large  quantities  of  ore 
in  that  country,     lliat   the  latter  fact  is 
true,  well  informed  iron  men  readily  ad- 
mit, but  the  ore   does   not   rank  as  high 
as  the  Vermilion,  nor,  in  fact,  as  high  as 
the   hard   ores  of   the   direct   Lake  Su- 
perior country.  The  words  of  Capt.  Mor- 
com     carry      the       heaviest       amount 
of      authority      in      mining       matters, 
and     although     he     claims     the    excel- 
lence   of     Cuban    ores,  still    on     exam 
ination   into  the  merits  of  the  case  will 
prove  instructive  as  well  as  interesting, 
for   A.n\erican    mining    experts    do    not 
class  its   ores   as   any  better,  nor  do  the 
Spanish  ore   re{>orts*  claim,  the  ores   in 
question   t^   Ix"   any  higher   in  metallic 
iron  than   the  ores  of   Spain  and   Portu- 
gal.    The  products  of   the   Cuban  mines 
since  188-t     the  tinst  year  of  shipping 
has  been  used  by  the  Pennsylvania  Iron 
and  Steel  company  and   the    Bethlehem 
Iron  company,  who  control  the  Jurugua 
company's  mines.      The  ore  runs  nearlv 
parallel  with  the  shores  of  the  Carril)eau 
sea  near  Santiago  de  Cuba,  the  scene  of 
the  historical  Virginius  massacre,  which 
is   on    the   southwestern    portion  of   the 
island.      Since  1884  the  product  of  ores 
from  (Juba  amounted,  up  to  1888,  about 
82().()0()   tons,  i)T   altogether   140,(XKi  tons 
less  than   the  Minnesota  mine  sent  out 
last  season.     A  singular  fact  can  be  seen 
when    it  is   known   that  the  product  of 
1887  fell  behind  that  of  1880.       The  ore 
is  anhydrous  red  hematite,  and  presents 
all  the  varieties  of  form  of   that  mineral, 
such  as  lustrous,  specular  and  micaceous, 
as    well    as    amorphous    and    lusterless 
forms.       Some  of   the   ore   carries   large 
(juantities  (jf    sulphur,  but   an   average 
assay     high    at   that     gives   the    Cuban 
ore  metallic  iron  (34  percent:  phosphorus 
and    silica    being    comparatively      low. 
Capt.  Morcom  is  an    excellent    ininer 
thoroughly  reliable  and  Minnesota  in  his 
departure  loses  an  excellent    iron    man. 
By  his    departure    this    section    of   the 
country  will  l>e  witeout  a  representation 
on  the  board  of  commissioners    until  an 
election  till  the  vacancy.

The  re^rular  order  of  last  niffht^a  ooun 
cil  meeting  was  dispeuMd  with   knd  the 
clerk  read  the  city    attorney's  nfport  on 
the  charter  amendments.    Only  kwo  ob- 
jeotiouH  were  made  to  the    ameildments 
as  revised.     In  the  section  regartling  the 
annexation   of    Park    Point    Alderman 
Kendall    did   not    like     the    irtiefinite 
manner  in  which  the  boundarietl  of  the 
city  were   given,    and    moved    -X  slight 
change.    The  legialative  oommittee  will 
look  into  the  matter  t^in.      Thttre   was 
warm  discussion  over    the    amehdment 
relating  to  the  payment  of  asae^ments 
for    street    and    other    improvements. 
In    the     old      charter      this     [section 
gives  a  property -owner  thirty  flays  in 
which  to  pay  an  assessment  and  receive 
the  discount.      This  clause  had  Leen  left 
out,  and  upon  motion  it  was  ijiserted, 
"in  justice  to  tax  payers,"  as  Alderman 
Swanstrom  said.      Several  alden^en  be- 
gan a  discussion  on   the  thirty  day  as- 
sessment clause.      Alderman  Swanstrom 
was    vehement    in  denouncing  the   in 
justice  of  leaving  out  the  days  (  f  gratie. 
The  clerk  was  asked  to  read  the  section 
again.      He    read     it    and— the    alder- 
men found  they  had  been  disci|ssing  a 
bill  relating  to  the  health  department. 
After   reading   au   amendment,   relating 
to  the   building    of    retaining    'rails  on 
property    by    which     street    cuts    were 
nuida,  the   amendment   was  chafiged  t<j 
give  |K>wor  fo  the  board  of  works  to  con- 
demn land  on  property  necessary  for  the 
easements  of  said  walls.

A  rather  i)eculiar  but  decidedly  inter- 
esting state  of  affairs  has'develorml  in  a 
part  of  the  winter  wheat  district  of 
Mi<;higan,  a  condition  of  things  that  has 
create<l  ni)  little  excitement  and  interest 
in  that  state  and  neighlx)ring  c<junties 
of  Ohio.  A  year  ago  a  Duluth  grain 
firm  was  written  to  by  a  TtHedo  wheat 
dealing  house  and  requested  to  send  to 
Toledo  a  car  loati  of  the  finest  Duluth  1 
hard  spring  wheat  as  a  sample  car  for 
seed,  for  the  Toledo  firm  wished  its 
customers  in  Ohio  and  Michigan  to 
sow  spring  wheat  and  see  what  resxUt,  if 
any,  would  come  of  it.  .\  fine  car  of  the 
l>est  hard  wheat  was  selected  and  sent 
along  in  answer  t<i  the  request.and  it  was 
distributeti  to  farmers  in  and  near  Mon 
n>e,  Mich.,  who  gave  the  seed  a  fair  trial 
with  surprisingly  ;,'oi)d  results. 

It  was  sown  late  in  April  last,  mostl\ 
on  sod  gnjund,  and  pro<luced  an  average 
yiekl  of  over  twenty-five  bushels  to  the 
acre.  The  resu  Iting  wheat,  besides  giving 
such  a  fine  yield,  was  of  a  most  su 
perior  quality  and  sold  in  the  Toledo 
market  at  several  cents  a  busliel 
above  the  l>eBt  "Lake  Shore  1  Win 
ter."  the  finest  grade  heretofore  dealt  in 
there.  Farmers  in  the  vicinity,  who  saw 
the  experiment  and  its  success,  are  now 
wild  for  s<ime  more  fresh  seed  wheat 
from  Duluth.  and  have  just  sent  to  a 
grain  firm  here  for  another  car  load. 
This  is  now  l^eing  selected,  and  will  be 
sent  at  once.  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
Toledo  firm,  who  are  resiKjnsible  for  this 
innovation,  to  send  some  of  this  car  loatl 
U)  the  district  alx)ut  Dayton. Ohio. south 
of  where  the  croj)  was  protluce<3  last 
year,  and  to  extend  the  benefits  of 
this  crop  considerably.  In  a  lettei' 
just  received  h\  Col.  Welles, 
of  the  board  of  trade, 

they  eXni**  that  the  hybrid  wheat  pro 
duced  seems  superior  even  to  the  seed 
sent  from  here,  but  this  is  probably  ow 
ing  to  certain  radical  changes  made  in 
the  character  and  hardness  of  tlie  grain 
by  growth  in  the  warm  climate. 

Should  this  introduction,  if  such  it 
may  be  called,  of  the  Duluth  hard  spring 
wheat  into  the  winter  wheat  Iwlte  oi 
Ohio  and  Michigan  prove  sut^^essful,  it 
will  mean  much  more  for  the  farme? 
there  than  would  at  first  sight  appear. 
The  grower  of  winter  wheat  is  always 
peculiarly  dependent  on  the  caprice  of 
the  climate,  a  snowless  or  uneven  winter 
injuring  his  crop  almost  Ijeyond  recall, 
this  danger  would  Ije  obviated  should  he 
supplant  the  winter  by  spring  sown 
grain.  Then.  t*x>,  the  'average  yield 
of  the  experimental  wheat  sown  last  year 
was  8<j  great  as  to  cause  g(jlden  visions 
to  flit  before  the  granger's  dreaming  eyes. 
While  the  average  yield  of  winter  wheat 
IS  but  eleven  bushels  per  acre,  and  that 
of  the  section  mentioned  but  thirteen  or 
fourteen  bushels,  this  experimental 
spring  wheat,  with  no  especial  care  or 
attention,  measured  in  the  thresher 
twenty-five  bushels.  Such  a  difference, 
especially  if  the  larger  yield  brings  a 
better  price  and  (^osts  less  to  sow,  as 
were  the  facts,  is  a  matter  of  no  small  or 
lo<jal  importance.  The  results  of  the 
more  extended  and  more  careful  tests  to 
be  made  this  year  will  l)e  awaited  with 
considerable  interest.

Here  she  stands,  the  crown  of 
the  head  of  the  lakes,  the  centre  of  con- 
verijinj;  an<l  radiating  streams  of  com- 
merce that  will  course  to  and  fro  with 
swelling  currents  and  multiplying  arms, 
under  the  constant  impulse  of  the  law 
of  least  resistance,  till  the  waves  of  the 
farthest  inland  sea  shall  foam  and  freeze 
no  more. 

The  more  closely  the  elements  of  her 
strength  are  8tudie<l,  the  more  deeply 
do  they  make  their  mark  upon  the  mind. 
It  is  iunH)Ssible  for  a  candid  examiner  to 
doubt  that  the  forces  now  uplifting  her 
will  l)ear  her  swiftly  on  in  sjiite  of  petty 
jealousies  and  conrticting  interests  and 
apathy  and  prejudice.  With  her  growth 
the  rise  of  broadening  and  lib- 
eralizing intiuences  will  keep  pace. 
Past  bickerings  will  fade  out  of  remem- 
l)rance.  Mean  stumbling  blocks  will  be 
swept  out  of  sight.  Whatever  is  unwor- 
thy of  old  will  l)e  rung  out  and  the  new- 
rung  in. 

These  changes  are  surely  coming  and 
it  rests  with  all  of  us  in  Duluth  whether 
to  hasten  or  retard  the  day.  With 
uni<m,  zeal,  forl)earanee  and  cHimmon 
sen.se.  Duluth  has  nothing  to  fear  from 
attacks  from  within  or  without.  She 
may  then  welcome  comparison  and  ri- 
valry. .\ll  new  enterprises  which  come 
to  the  head  of  the  lakes,  whether  to  Su- 
l>erior  or  West  Su|)erior  or  Duluth 
or  West  Duluth,  bring  others  in 
their  train  and  thejr  spread  can- 
not be  confined  within  arbitrary  lines. 
Directly  or  indirectly,  the  gain  of 
one  is  the  gain  of  all.  .\s  soon 
as  this  is  realized  each  can  see  the 
growth  of  the  others  ungrudgingly  and 
will  do  nothing  to  hajuper  or  repress  it. 
There  need  Ije  no  fear  that  there  will 
not  he  enough  business  of  all  kinds  to  go 
around.  The  problem  will  rather  be  how- 
to  handle  what  each  will  be  called  upon 
to  take.  Let  each  do  all  it  can  to  ad- 
vance its  own  interests  and  maintain  its 
own  rights  without  wasting  time  and 
strength  in  decry- ing  or  detracting  from 
others.  There  is  no  disloyalty  in  amity, 
and  there  is  a  mint  of  common  sense 
in  it.

thing  most  remarkable,  and  ^so 
it  was.  But  a  little  place  of  l,OtiO  jjeople 
will  add,  anil  will  need  ami  (Kjcupy  and 
crowd  l)efore  the  year  is  out,  1(K)  new 
dwellings.  Was  such  a  development 
ever  known  before?  Probably  nowhere. 
Even  though  these  houses  aro  not  of  ex- 
pensive character,  perhaps  thev  will 
average  ^M)  to  S1.0(K»  each,  what  "a  field 
for  lalxir,  what  a  consumption  of  brick 
and  lumber  and  liardware  and  furnish- 
ing is  there.  ,\nd  wliat  a  demand  for 
bread  and  V)utter  and  meat  after  they 
are  all  occupied!  No  wondei"  the  (Corre- 
sponding demand  for  stores  \t  great. 

A  Herald  reporter  subnitted  the 
figures  aljove  given  to  (Jenern!  Manager 
Simonds  of  the  W^est  Duluth  Land  com- 
pany today,  and  they  were  verified  by 
him  in  every  particular.  "But,"  .said 
Mr.  SiiuondK,"I  don't  think  you  have 
struck  the  point  in  your  look  over  W'est 
Duluth  that  we  have  t\oted  lately  with 
the  greatest  satisfaction.  Wbile  we  see 
the  increased  buying  for  actual  improve 
ment  with  joy,  for  it  is  little  pleasure  to 
us  to  sell  property  for  S|>ect:lative  pur- 
poses alone,  our  greater  pletKure  is  de- 
rived from  the  fact  that  we  are  aiding 
in  the  building  up  th'Jre  of  a 
manufacturing  center  (jf  tae  utmost 
importance.  We  have  reas<m  to  feel  tiie 
acme  of  satisfaction  at  wha';  is  being, 
and  what  we  know  will  be,  done  in  the 
next  few  months.  No.  I  can't  tell  you 
of  any  new  manufacturing  anterprises 
going  in  just  yet,  for  while  we  have  one 
almost  settled  that  will  employ  21X)  men, 
and  three  others  well  along  h  their  de- 
velopment of  West  Duluth  locations, 
which  three  will  give  employment  to  be- 
tween 400  and  500  skilled  hands,  I  am 
not  willing  to  l)low  alx)ut  them  until 
they  are  finally,  definatively  fixed  there. 
But  that  is  not  w^hat  I  meaa.  Wliat  I 
do  mean  I  can  as*  well  illustrate  ijy  the 
remarks  of  a  manufacturer  who  wants 
to  locate  there  as  by  anything.  His  firm 
is  a  large  one,  making  and  dealing  in 
certain  iron  products,  cast  and  wrought. 
Their  capital,  though  large,  is  all  em- 
ployed in  their  own  work,  so  that 
many  supplies  that  they  need  must 
be  furnished  them  by  foundries  and 
boiler  nuikers.  Where  now  located  they 
are  rather  unfortunate  in  this  regard. 
When  here  the  other  day  thifi  manufac 
turer  got  figures  from  Col.  Tanner,  of 
the  Car  Works  in  castings;  the  figures 
surprised  him,  they  were  such  to  allow  a 
jjrotit  of  25  per  cent  over  \>1  iit  he  now 
pays.  He  learned  of  tng  Ixiler  works 
and  wrought  iron  shops  we  ctnisider  cer- 
tainties. Said  he  'its  just  this  consensus, 
this  gathering  together,  of  big  industries 
that  will  bring  us  all  here.  Thej'e  are  many 
like  myself  who  must  get  a  pirt  of  their 
heavy  work  done  outside.  Such  foundries 
as  that  of  the  Car  \^ork8  can  Bujjply  us 
at  greatly  reduced  cost.  Why,  a  lx»nu8 
oi  i?25,(^)00  would  be  no  objetit  to  me  to 
induce  me  to  locate  away  from  a  point 
where  I  can  get  such  facilitied  and  such 
help.  I  want  to  be  there,  and  as  close 
to  these  big  industries  as  I  «ai  get  and 
there  are  hundreds  like  nje,  it  they  only 
knew  of  the  chance.'  It  is,"  continued 
Mr.  Simonds  ."just  such  talks  as  that 
that  shows  us  where  our  strength  and 
power  lies. 

That  foundry-  of  the  Car  Works,  by  the 
way.  is  a  monster.  Sup«rintendent 
White  came  back  fnmi  St.  Paul  yester- 
day, where  he  had  been  looking  alxjut 
foundries  and  machine  shopg.  Said  he 
yesterday:  "W^e  could  tako  into  our 
foundry  every  single  foundry  in  St.  Paul 
and  still  have  room  to  do  lots  of  work  in 
it."  And  it,  as  well  as  all  the  buildings 
of  the  Car  Works,  are  to  lie  filled  with 
the  latest  and  best  machinery.  This 
machinery  is  now^  arriving  daily  in  car 
lf)ads  and  is  l)eing  placed  in  position  on 
the  great  machinery  fl(xir  of  the  erecting 
and  other  shops,  and  the  wo rks  will  be 
ready  for  contracts  in  twi)  months. 
Then  watch  the  new  dwellng  houses 
finish  up  and  fill  up! 

The  managers  of  the  Land  company, 
as  well  of  the  Duluth  Iron  *4:  Steel  c<mi- 
pany,  are  anxiously  waiting  the  opening 
of  navigation  to  see  the  work  of  dredging 
to  their  city,  for  which  a  SKUKK)  con- 
tract was  let  by  the  government  last 
year,  carried  to  completion.  It  will 
"lie  a  great  day  for  business 
and  manufacturing  when  visitors  and 
intending  inventors  and  developers  can 
see  the  keels  oi  commerce  ijluughing  to 
the  docks  of  Grassy  Point.  The  facil 
ities  of  the  new  Pittsburgh  will  then 
gain  what  one  thing  they  haMe  not  yet, 
they  will  have  added  the  last  needed  in- 
centive to  draw-  men  thither.  It  will  he 
actively  and  ac^tually,  not  prcpi>ectively, 
on  a  f(K)ting  of  equality  with  the  most 
favored  localities  where  the  (x  nunerce  of 
an  empire  meets  tlie  sea.  Tl  p  present 
appropriation  wiill  tlredge  »  (channel 
suflitnent  for  the  largest  vessels  to  get  to 
the  point. 

The  activity  in  real  estate  tUere  is  just 
as  natural  as  that  waters shouli  nm  down 
hill.  Vou  (wouldn't  express  it  if  you 
tried.  Such  enterprises  as  th>).se  coming 
here  don't  go  to  the  one-hors'^  tow  ns  of 
the  country,  and  the  investor  .jhows  that 
he  is  wise  in  his  generation  l>y  laying 
hold  of  lots  in  the  new  Pittsburgh.  The 
outl(x»k  for  West  Duluth  is  a  bright  one.

NDIANS  AND  THEIR  PINE. 


PERSONAL. 


Government     Agents    Finished    Inves- 
tigating  and    Ready  For 
a    Report. 


What    They     Found      on      the     Reser- 
vation      to      Refute      the 
Charges. 


No  Foundation    for    the    Report    That 
Lumbermen      Cheated 
Indians. 


The  work  of  the  i-ommissioners  re 
ceutly  uppointeii  by  the  govermuenl  tt> 
inve.«*ti^ute  into  the  aiuount  of  timl>er 
ful  u^Kiu  the  Foml  ilii  LiUi-  reaervatiou  is 
completed,  anil  their  report  starts  on  its 
Washm^rton  journey  tonight. 

The  exiHH'talions  of    a  lar^e    majority 

Duluth  and    Ck>quet    jjeople  have  bet>n 

realized,  and  the  ory  of  hu^e  frauds 
and  wholesude  c-lieatinjf  of  liulians  ou 
this  ptirtieular  reservations  falls  to  the 
irround.  The  I'ommissioners  were  \V.  A. 
Roberts,  of  Ashland,  siKH-ial  a^ent  i^f  the 
laud  otUre.  ami  Hon.  J.  F.  Allen,  sj)ei-ial 
examinin>{  clerk  of  the  interior  depart 
ment,  and  siKH^rially  detaileil  for  this  ser- 
vice. They  arrived  on  the  reservation 
last  Friday,  and  since  that  time  iiave 
been  hard  at  work  at  their  not  altogether 
plejisiint  duties.  They  have  visitvd 
every  lo^^inj;  camp  on  the  reservation, 
which  is  a  decided  departure  from  the 
proceedings  of  previous  commissions, 
whose  delil)erations  were  held  in  hotels 
and  stores  at  C'kxiuet,  and  whose  meni- 
Ihts  l>ecame  acquainted  with  the  state 
<  'f  affairs  only  by  liearsay.  Tiiey  have  care- 
fully !usj>t»cteil  all  allotments,  and  have 
maile  accurate  estimates  of  the  amount 
of  pine  orijjinally  on  each  tract.  In 
places  where  the  numerous  forest  tires 
have  played  havoc  with  the  standing 
timber  and  rendered  it  worthless  for 
luillmen,  the  commissioners  have  made 
the  pro]>er  notations  and  allowances. 

Their  oflicial  rep4)rt  will  not  be  made 
publii-  for  several  weeks,  but  enough  has 
beey  gleaned  from  them  to  warrant  the 
statement  that  no  cutting  of  timber, 
beyond  the  amount  sjiecilied  in  each 
particular  contract,  has  been  done.  They 
will  reiK^)rt  that  in  every  instance  where 
a  contract  has  been  ct)mpleted  the  work 
has  been  done  in  a  thorough  manner, 
and  no  large  or  valuable  timber  left 
uncut.  A  rigid  examination  lias  l>een 
made  into  the  price  paid  and  agreed  to 
be  paid,  and  compariscms  were  instituted 
between  the  rate  paid  to  whites 
outside  the  reservation  and  Indians 
residing  on  the  reservation,  j)er  thous- 
and feet,  and  in  nearly  every  instance 
will  it  be  shown  that  the  Indians  have 
had  the  best  l«trgains.  The  question  of 
the  "length  of  haul"  has  been  fully  cov- 
ered and  and  a  showing  will  lie  made  of 
the  various  prices  paitl,  all  fully  attested. 
The  couunissioners  will  carry  back  with 
them  a  mass  of  athdavits  made  by  out 
side  and  disinterested  parties  showing  in 
their  entirety  a  clear  compact  statement 
of  the  logging  business  of  the  reserva- 
tion. Beside  the  report  of  the  special 
commissioners  there  will  reach  the  de- 
partment at  the  same  time  a  series  of 
do<;uments  alike  amusing  and  convinc- 
ing. A  statement,  swcirn  to,  will  be 
made  tliat  the  Indians  are  over  .$17,0(X) 
ahead  of  the  logging  contractors  in  the 
matter  of  advanced  supplies  furnished 
the  Indians,  showing  the  rate  charged  to 
have  been  in  ever\  instance  the  same 
as  white  people  were  obliged  to  pay 
for  the  same  goods.  In  addition 
to  this  there  will  be  a  statoment,  care 
fully  made  and  sworn  to,  giving  the 
standing  pine  (estimated;  on  each  allot- 
ment now  remaining;  also  a  rather  pecu- 
liar table  giving  the  names  of  the  various 
Indian  complainants,  showing  that  a 
large  number  have  no  pine  remaining  on 
their  tracts,  having  soUl  it  and  received 
the  bargaine«l  pri<'e  for  it,  together  with 
the  amount  of  supplies  and  cash  re- 
ceived by  each  Indian.  Another  table 
will  show  that  a  large  number  of  the 
CTomplaining  Indians  are  not  residents  of 
the  reservation  and  consequently  have 
no  voice  in  its  affairs;  and  a  further 
showing  will  be  made  that  8<jme  of  these 
same  Indiaivs,  who  liave  disposed  of  their 
timber,  are  still  indebted  to  other  people 
and  have  no  assets  to  meet  their  indebt- 
edness with.  Another  statement  which 
will  be  dwelt  upon  at  length,  is  one  calling 
attention  U)  the  fact  that  scarcely  one 
tenth  the  reservation  has  any  pine 
growth  upon  it  of  a  marketable  quality. 
This  latter  will  Ije  a  great  surprise  to 
many  who,  judging  from  the  reports,  im- 
agined the  entire  reservation  to  be  cov- 
ered with  heavy  pine  forests. 

Men  of  such  standing  as  surveyor-gen- 
eral h\aser,  alderman  Louden  and 
others,  express  no  surprise  at  the  out- 
come of  the  investigation,  and  say  "it  is 
just  as  we  said."  Two  or  three  of  the 
leading  loggers  who  have  l^een  inter- 
viewed, while  exceedingly  well  satisfied 
with  what  has  Ijeen  done,  say  "it  was  an 
unnei-essary  expense,  this  investigation. 
TTie  whole  trouble  was  started  by  a  few 
notoriously  worthless  half-breeds^  aided 
and  al.>etted  by  lawyers  seeking  notoriety 
and  fees."

THE    EASTERN   ROAD 


I'r«*»i<l«;nt  Miaot  Spt^uks   of   lis   Twin  Cities 
Conneotijin — The  .Season '?.  ItusiiiesH. 

President  H.  D.  Minot,  of  the  Eastern 
railway  was  yesterday  in  his  private  car 
at  the  union  depot.  Tlie  young  railroad 
magnate  said  the  outlook  for  railroad 
business  during  the  summer  season  was 
not  very  cheering.  In  alluding  to  the 
Eastern's  proposed  entrance  into  compe- 
tition for  passenger  busmess  between 
Duluth  and  the  Twin  Cities,  he  said: 

"I  think  we  shall  enter  the  held  about 
June  1,  fully  prepared  to  give  the  travel- 
ing public  a  first-class  service.  We  shall 
use  Barney  &  Smith's  train  equipment 
and  Rogers'  high  class  locomotives.  We 
shall  have  alx)ut  twenty  -  five  miles 
greater  distance  to  cover  than  the  St. 
Paul  jfc  Duluth  road,  but  will  make  it 
up  with  a  superior  road-bed,  fine  equip- 
ment and  fast  time.  When  our  new 
short  line  is  completed  we  shall  have  the 
advantage  of  the  shortest  route  to  Min- 
neapolis and  St.  Paul,  and  we  shall  reduce 
our  schedules  for  the  running  of  trains  to 
the  lowest  possible  minimum  of  time. 
The  road  bed  is  in  fair  condition  now, 
but  several  weeks  will  have  to  pass  be- 
fore it  will  be  in  the  perfect  condition 
we  hope  to  keep  it  in." 

President  Minot  remarked  that  the 
entire  fleet  of  the  Northern  Steaniship 
company  was  now  in  the  water,  and  con 
tracts  for  down  freights  had  l>een  made 
sufficient  to  keep  all  the  six  vessels  busy, 
even  if  no  "grain  down  was  secured.  The 
contract  alluded  to  was  for  the  carrying 
of  Vermilion  ore  from  Two  Harl>ors  to 
Cleveland.  He  said  negotiations  are 
alKHit  concluded  by  which  the  entire 
carrying  capacity  of  the  fleet  on  up 
cargoes  would  be  taken  up  with  coal 
riKjm.

Nkw  Y'ork,  March    I.     Gen.    Harrison 
and  his  family  believe  in  protection   and 
are    patrons  of   home-made  goinis,   and 
Mrs.    Harristm,   in    the    furtherance    of 
these    patriotic   ideas   resolving  on  a  de- 
parture  from    precedents,  decided  to  ajj 
petirjjt  the  inaugural  ball  attired  in  an 
Ameri(!an-made  dress,  fresh    from    the 
nxims  of    an    .\merican    manufacturer. 
Mrs.    Harrison    accortlingly    invited   an 
Auburn,    N.    Y.,  silk    manufacturer    to 
Indianapolis  ^to  consult  with   her.       In 
conversation  on  the  subject  it  was  sug 
gested  tlmt  the  dress  should  l)e  original 
in    design,  and    purely   American    in  all 
its  features.     Mrs.  Harrison  selected  and 
determined  on  the  burr-oak  leaf  as  the 
pattern.    Tliis  oak  grows  in   j^erfection 
in   stnithern    Indiana,  and  flourishes  on 
the  Tippecanoe  farm. 

The  wi>rk  on  the  design  is  exceedingly 
elaborate,  requiring  f(nir  weeks  of  c^m- 
stant  application  of  the  l>est  designers 
in  the  employ  of  the  mills.  The  pattern 
for  the  skirt  of  the  dress  consists  of  four 
paijels,  the  oak  leaf  and  burr  being 
worked  on  each  panel  in  form  and  color 
remarkably  close  to  the  original.  The 
effect  is  rich  and  striking.  It  is  claimed 
by  the  makers  that  this  is  the  mostelab 
orate  work  ever  attempted  and  accom- 
plished on  silk  looms  in  .Vmerica.

The  panels  are  seven  inches  wide  and 
forty  inches  long.  Each  edge  of  the 
panel  is  facetl  with  an  insertion  of  lace, 
and  edged  with  a  short  fringe  of  gold 
anil  silver.  The  long  train,  which  is  all 
l>lain  faille,  has  a  slight  fullness  at  the 
top,  and  the  waist  is  cut  low  with  "V" 
shaped  back  and  front,  then  flnished  up 
to  the  neck  with  a  lilosely  fitted  piet^  of 
headwork  in  gpld  and  silver.  The  elboW 
sleeves  are  finished  with  passementerie 
in  metal  effect  with  gold  and  silver.  The 
same  finishes  the  neck,  and  from  all 
hangs  an  effective  fringe  in  gray,  gold 
and  silver. 

So  well  pleased  were  Mrs.  Harrison 
and  the  family  with  the  pattern  that 
Gen.  Harrison  himself  expressed  a  desire 
that  Mrs.  McKee,  his  daughter,  should 
also  api)ear  at  the  inauguial  ball  in  a 
dress  of  American  production.  Mrs. 
McKee  selected  for  the  design  of  her 
dress  the  Indiana  golden  rod.' a  great 
favorite  .with  Gen.  Harrison. 

The  dress  made  from  this  material, 
and  to  Ije  w<jrn  by  Mrs.  McKee  on  the 
evening  of  March  4,  is  a  bnxjade  in  the 
design  of  a  golden  rod  on  a  cream 
ground.  The  waist  and  train  are  of  bro- 
cade cut  with  a  slight  fullness  in  the 
back.  The  front  of  the  skirt  is  of  a 
grape-green  velvet  with  the  brot^ade  laid 
in  deep  plaits,  each  side  showing  only 
two  inches  of  the  velvet,  when  standing, 
but  when  walking  it  shows  as  it  were  an 
underskirt  of  velvet.  Over  the  brocade 
is  a  skirt  of  gold  silk,  laid  in  very  fine 
jjlaits,  seven  inches  lielow  the  waist,  then 
left  to  fall  full  to  the  bottom  of  the  skirt. 
The  lower  edges  of  the  seven-inch  plaits 
are  fastene<l  with  a  band  of  am1:)er  l>eads, 
with  l(jng  pendants.  The  waist  is  cut 
low  and  a  unique  arrangement  of  the 
amber  bead  work  put  over  the  corsage, 
fitting  up  close  around  the  neck.  The 
ellx)w  sleeves  are  made  with  the  araljer 
trimmings.

ever  manufactured  in  .America.  The 
trimming  rich  embroidery  in  gold  and 
silver  and  glass  l>eads  on  white  satin 
was  made  by  hand  by  a  American  woman 
in  New  York.  The  material  of  which 
this  superb  ball  dress  is  made  is  a  rich 
brocade  of  a  ground  tint  somewhat  more 
golden  then  cream  color,  the  figure  being 
a  graceful  reproduction  of  the  Scotch 
thistle,  of  which  in  p<iint  of  size  and  de- 
tail it  is  a  faithful  representation.

A  Villi  long  needed  by  marine  interests 
of  the  lakes,  and  especially  of  the  upper 
lakes  in  the  more  tespestuous  seasons, 
has  just  l)een  projKised  and  will  scKin  l>e 
submitted  to  congress  by  Congressman 
Farquhar,  of  Buffalo.

"Owing  to  the 
lateness  of  the  session,"  says  Mr.  Far- 
quhar, "I  will  not  introduce  the  measure 
until  next  session.  I  think  that  all  the 
interests  ctmcerneil  will  recognize  the 
value  of  the  law  proposed.  A  large 
number  of  the  disasters  recorded  every 
year  on  the  lakes  are  to  l)e  attributed  to 
overloading.  The  nec^essity  of  the  law- 
has  been  recognized  by  the  cust<xlians 
of  government  works  on  the  lakes.  Deep 
draught  vessels  have  on  numerous  o('<;a 
soins  completely  stoi)i>ed  commerise 
through  St.  Clair  flats  canal  by  ground 
ing  and  obstructing  the  passage."  Had 
such  a  law  Ijeen  in  operation  last  year  it 
woidd  have  saved  many  a  life  and  have 
obviated  the  frequent  stoppages  \n  the 
St.  Clair  and  other  canals.

London,  March  2.  A  dispatch  re- 
ceived early  this  morninjf  from  Madrid 
88)8  that  the  remaine  of  the  man  who 
shot  liiniself  yoaterday  hail  uot  Ijeen 
identitied,  and  the  authorities  were 
awaiting  a  portrait  befi)re  determining 
whether  or  uot  he  was  Piggott  who 
killed  himself. 

A  di8j)atcli  received  here  this  after- 
ii(x)n,  however,  removes  all  doubt  that 
the  suicide  was  Piggott.  His  identity 
has  been  fully  established  by  officials  of 
the  British  embassy. 

On  Thursday  an  interpre- 
tor  showed  Piggott  the  sights  of 
Madrid.  On       that       day       Piggott 

sent  a  telegram  addressed  "Pousonby"' 
to  the  office  in  Ixmdon  of  Mr.  S«)anies, 
the  Times  solicitor.  This  telegram  an- 
nounced his  safe  arrival  in  Madrid,  and 
gave  his  address.  It  is  inferred  that  the 
English  government  learned  from  this 
telegram  that  Piggott  was  in  Madrid. 

It  is  rei)orted   that  a   note   book   con 
taining   the   addresses  of   a  number  of 
persons   in     Ireland    was  found   on    the 
body. 

Piggott's  suicide  has  caused  a  profound 
sensation  throughout  England.  Wit- 
nesses have  started  from  Paris  for 
Madrid  for  the  purpose  of  form- 
ally identifying  the  body.  The 
Madrid  police  authorities  intend  to 
hold  the  etfocts  of  the  suicide,  pending 
an  order  from  tlie  court  relative  to  their 
disposal. 

It  is  learneil  this  afternotin  that  the 
telegram  Piggott  sent  from  Madrid  on 
Thursday  to  Mr.  Soames's  office  in  this 
city  was  addressed  to  Mr.  Shannon,  the 
Times,  Dublin  solicitor,  not  to  "Pon- 
sonby"  as  tirst  rei)orted.  On  receipt  of 
the  telegram  Mr.  Soames  notitied  the 
police  of  the  whereabouts  of  Piggott. 

Mr.  Shannon  wrote  to  Piggott  denying 
that  he  had  promised  him  money.  The 
police  induced  Mr.  Soames  not  to  send 
Mr.  Shannon's  letter,  and  a  clerk  in  Mr. 
Soames's  office,  in  order  to  detain  Piggott 
in  Madrid,  wrote  him  a  letter  saying  that 
Mr.  Shannon  was  in  Ireland  and  that 
when  he  returned  to  Loudon  the  money 
he  asked  for  would  be  sent  him  by  tele- 
graph.  

SwitzerlHnd    Klectioii!«. 

London, March  2. (Special.) — Consider- 
able excitement  "is  expected  to  attend 
the  general  election  in  Switzerland  to- 
morrow owing  to  the  action  of  the  ultra- 
montane authorities  in  disfranchising 
.several  thousand  liberal  Germans  on 
technical  grounds.  They  will  demand 
the  right  to  vote  and  disorder  is  expected 
at  Berne  and  other  points.  The  govern- 
ment is  prepared  for  any  emergency  at 
|X)ints. 

The  Queen  Will  lio  A-Calliii^:. 

London,  March  2-  [SjiecialJ.  All  the 
arrangements  have  been  completed  for 
the  Queen's  departure  on  Tuesday  for 
the  continent.  Her  vehicles  and  horses 
were  sent  ahead  to  Biarritz  on  Tuesday, 
and  the  famous  donkey,  which  was  the 
delight  of  the  little  Tuscan  peasants 
when  her  majesty  was  visiting  Florence, 
left  to-day  in  charge  of  six  groomsmen.

KEEPING  THEIR  VOW- 


Three      Prominent     St.     Louis    (ieutlemen 
Make   a   Kanh    Proinine. 

St.  Locis,  Mo.,  March  2. — A  strange 
story  is  published  here  concerning  three 
prominent  St.  Louis  men  who  until 
about  two  years  ago  were  familiar 
figures  in  the  daily  life  of  the  city.  Their 
names  are  Dr.  Sylvester  Xidelet,  Colonel 
Celcus  Price  and  Quinius  Price.  The 
last  two  named  are  sons  of  the  famous 
confederate  brigadier  general,  "Pap" 
Price. 

According  to  the  story,  a  lady  friend 
of  these  gentlemen  was  some  two  years 
ago  compelled  to  undergo  a  dangerous 
surgical  operation.  The  three  men  on 
their  knees  at  her  bedside  made  a  vow 
that  if  the  lady's  life  was  spared  they 
would  renounce  the  world  and  devote 
the  remainder  of  their  lives  to  the  spiri- 
tual elevation  of  mankind.  The  lady 
lived  and  the  trio  have  kept  their  vow. 
They  have  since  visited  various  cities, 
sought  and  secured  the  most  humble 
employment  and  devoted  all  their  spare 
time  to  street  preaching.

It  is  remarked 
l>.\  corrt>spondeuts  ttuit  he  takes  i,'o«kI 
care  of  his  health,  lives  tem{>erately, 
walks  or  rides  out  daily,  and  throujjh  all 
tlie  stress  ami  strain  of  the  weeks  |)re- 
cetlinj;  his  inau^urati»)n  has  not  once 
Uwt  his  self-ci>ntrol  or  his  unassuming 
chet»rfulnes.s.  It  wtuild  l)e  judjfed,  in 
fact,  that  the  irresjM)nsil)le  wire-pullers 
alH>ut  him  were  far  more  deeply  oon- 
ceruetl  in  the  construction  of  liis  cabinet 
than  he  was  himself,  if  outward  sij^ns 
svere  safe  guides. 

Kut  those  who  know  CJeneral  Harrison 
well  know  that  no  man  feels  the  resjxm- 
sibility  of  every  step  which  he  is  calleil 
ufHin  to  take  in  forminjf  the  new 
administration  as  gravely  as  he  does. 
His  fine  serenity  is  not  the 
outward  sliow  of  stolidity  or  vanity.

He  is  no  child  in  affairs,  but  a  prudent, 
w  ary  man.  trained  by  his  profession  and 
lH)litical  experience  to  gain  and  hold 
every  |j<jint  which  can  he  fairly  won  and 
held.  He  does  not  wear  his  heart  on  his 
sleeve,  at  the  mercy  of  every  chatterbox 
or  every  unsc^rupulous  schemer.  He  can 
keep  his  own  counsel,  as  he  has  abund- 
antly shown,and  he  knows  how  to  speak  in 
the  rij;ht  way.  at  the  right  time,  as  he 
has  abundantly  shown.  Knowing  him 
as  we  do.  we  atflrm  our  full  contidenco 
in  the  strength  and  di.scretion  of  his 
final  decision.  His  cabinet  may  not  be 
an  ideal  one,  but  we  believe  that  it  will 
1k'  as  gocKl  as  the  conditions  controlling 
its  selection  permit.

He  will  approach 
the  city  by  water,  attended  by  a  splen- 
did flotilla,  in  which  the  eight  new  men- 
of-war  will  play  a  conspicuous  part.

The  tickets  to  this  ball  are 
placeil  at  ^ll)  each. 

The  main  exercises  will  take  place  on 
Tuesday,  the  :JOth  of  April.  There  will 
l>e  an  oration  by  the  inexhaustible  Chaun- 
cey  M.  Depew  and  a  poem  by  Whittier, 
together  with  other  literary  exercises,  on 
the  exact  .site  in  front  of  the  sub-treasury 
building  where  Washington  ttK>k  the 
oath  of  ottice.  These,  however,  will  be 
precede<l  by  religious  exercises  at  St. 
Paul's  church,  nearby,where  Washington 
worshipped  before  the  inauguratkm. 

In  the  meantime  the  military  parade 
will  Ije  forming.  This  is  to  be  a  most 
elaborate  atfair.  It  is  thought  that 
.j«),iKX)  soldiers,  representing  the  militia 
of  everv-  state,  as  well  as  a  detachment 
of  regular  trwps  and  the  Annapolis  and 
West  Point  cadets,  will  be  in  line.  This 
procession  will  l>e  reviewed  by  the  presi- 
dent, bis  cabinet  and  other  official  guests 
of  the  committee.  In  the  evening  there 
will  be  a  grand  banquet  at  the  Metro- 
politan opera  house,  which  will  be  the 
most  distinguished  dinner,  perhaps,  ever 
had  in  the  L'nited  States.  The  president, 
two  ex-presidents,  cabinet  officers,  jus- 
tices of  the  supreme  court, officers  of  the 
army  and  navy,  foreign  diplomats,  com- 
missioners of  the  states  and  territories 
anti  the  general  committee,  which  in- 
cludes most  of  the  distinguished  business 
and  professional  men  of  New  York,  will 
sit  down  to  the  feast,  together  with  a 
number  of  special  guests  of  distinction. 
The  tickets  are  il'>,  but  they  are  difficult 
to  get  by  t)utsiders  for  love  or  money. 

On  the  next  day  there  will  Ije  an  in- 
dustrial parade,  but  it  is  doubtful  if  this 
feature  of  the  celebration  will  amount  to 
much.  Of  a  more  permanent  i.-haracter, 
liowever,  will  l>e  the  exhibition  of  relics 
of  art  associated  with  Washington. 

If  you  want  t<j  )x»rrow  Hve  dollars 
from  a  friend  in  New  York,  vou  will 
probably  find  it  as  hard  now  as  it  ever 
was,  but  if  you  wish  to  borrow  Hve  mil- 
lion dollars,  and  have  the  proper  collat- 
eral, the  times  have  never  been  so  easy. 
Tlie  amount  of  money  that  is  going  beg- 
ging in  this  city  is  something  ai)i)alling. 
I  am  told  of  a  bank  in  this  city  which 
has  a  million  dollars  iu  its  vaults,  wliich 
it  .sent  to  its  corresjxjndents  through- 
out the  West  to  find  if  some  of  the  banks 
in  that  section  of  the  country  r^ould  not 
use  the  money  to  advantage.  The 
general  reply  was  that  thev  had  all  the 
money  on  liand  that  they  'could  handle 
and  so  the  million  dollars  is  lying  idle 
tliore  yet.  All  around  the  real  estate 
exchange  in  Liljerty  street,  bills  are  up 
in  the  brokers  windows  saying  that 
money  f?an  Ijo  had  on  mortgages  at  4  per 
cent.  This  is  the  lowest  rate  that  has 
ever  J>eeu  known  in  the  city.  Last  week 
a  million  and  a  quarter  dollars  was 
loaned  in  this  city  on  mortgages  at  that 
rate,  and  any»>xly  who  has  reasonablv 
grxxi  security  can  get  flrst-class  mf)rt- 
gages  at  5  i^er  cent.  The  savings  banks 
generally  take  -t'-i  per  <.-ent  on  gilt-edged 
security.  How  long  this  plethora  of 
money  will  continue  cannot  1x5  said.  It 
seems  the  result,  in  a  measure,  of  the 
losses  which  capital  has  had  of  late  in 
the  conventional  securities.  People  are 
willing  to  invest  in  unfjuestioned  securi- 
ties, but  anything  that  is  at  all  df)ubtful 
18  lcK)ked  at  iuskance,  and  manv  bonds 
and  Htot;ks  tliat  commonlv  are  eagerly 
sought  after,  now  got  the  go-by. 

Tlie  withdrawal  of  much  English  capi- 
tal from  the  American  railroads  and  its 
endeavor  t<j  find  safer  investments  is  an- 
other factor  in  the  money  market.  I  see 
that  the  papers  still  advertise  good  west- 
ern securities  at  6,  7  and  8  per  cent,  and

St.    Paul,  March  2.   -[Si)ecial.J  -The 
capital  city  would  be  very  thill  Ihis  win- 
ter w-ere    it    not    for    the  session  of   the 
legislature,  and  when  we  come    to  look 
back  upou  the  first  lialf  of  the  session    it 
cannot  be  said  that  anything  of   import- 
ance has    been    accomplished.     Already 
there  is  talk  of  ailjourumenl,  even  while 
some  of  the  lutwt  momentous  bills  of  the 
session  are  iu   the   hands  of  committees, 
bills  which  will  ixvupy  hour  after   hour 
in  botii   senate    and    house    wiien   they 
come  up  iu  committee  of  the  whole.  The 
appropriation  ami  temperance    bills   are 
stui  iuiugiug    fire   and  all   of   tliese    will 
cause  a  l(.ug,  hard   figlit   when    reported 
back  to  their  respective  hcmses. 

Senator  \V  iiitemau  and  Speaker  Graves 
liavo  U>th  lx>en  very  active  iu  behalf  of 
l>uluth,  and  though  iu  actual  results 
little  has  been  accomplished  it  is  more 
than  probable  that  they  have  legislation 
under  way  wL'u-h  will  Ije  very  satisfac 
tory  to  tlieir  constituents.  The  bill  to 
give  Judge  Stearns  an  assistant  had  a 
nard  time  and  was  kicked  and  pushed 
about  in  many  a  wimiiug  way,  but  Sen- 
ator Whiteman  followed  it  tenaciously, 
and  he  has  the  satisfjiction  of  seeing  it 
on  the  senate  caientlar. 

Speaker  Uraves  iias,  of  course,  made 
some  enemies  in  the  appointment  of  his 
comiuittees,  but  upou  luo  wiiole  is  giving 
general  satisfaction,  and  when  it  comes 
to  matters  of  legislation  he  will  no 
doubt  get  about  wnat  he  wants  of  par- 
ticular importance  to  Duluth,  especially 
if  It  IS  anything  of  a  special  nature. 
Several  local  bills  pertaining  to  affairs  in 
his  district  have  been  put  turough  with 
ease.  He  saiil  yesterday  that  he  thougiit 
there  was  not  ttxe  least  doubt  alxKit  the 
bill  giving  the  Duluth  district  another 
judge  going  through  the  house. 

Xno  oili  lorfeiting  tlie  Duluth  A-  Win- 
nipeg grant,  winch  was  recently  killed  in 
the  public  lands  committee,  tias  not  by 
any  means  ijeen  laid  away  to  rest,  and 
w  hen  it  is  reix)rted  back  there  is  sure  to 
be  a  red  hot  right.  There  is  a  verv  well 
organized  lobby,  and  also  a  disposition 
among  a  great  many  memijers  to  "down 
the  railroads"  at  every  turn,  and  as  this 
bill  proposes  to  take  away  a  large 
amount  of  public  lands  and  restore  them 
to  the  state,  it  strikes  a  popular  chord. 

I'Jie  bill  which  several  Duluth  men 
are  interestetl  in,  relating  to  riparian 
rights,  and  up<m  which  long 
and         strong         arguments  have 

been  made  by  Duluth  people,  is  still  in 
the  hands  of  the  house  judiciary  com- 
mittee. A  final  hearing  will  be  given  on 
the  oth  or  tith  iust. 

Retrenchment  and  reform  has  been  a 
battle  cry  among  several  members  of  the 
legislature,  but  it  apijears  to  have  -been 
spasmodic,  and  before  the  end  of  the  ses 
sion  there  will  be  reason  for  believing 
that  tho  present  legislature  was  for  re 
form  in  name  only.  Already  the  senate 
has  reinstated  a  number  of  tlie  discharged 
employes  and  within  a  week  nearlv  all  01 
them  will  Ije  again  upon  the  pay  roll. 

Speaker  Graves  has  earned  the  repu- 
tation of  l)eing  a  very  funny  man.  He 
created  a  laugh  the  other  day  by  pre- 
ferring a  bill  to  prohibit  gambling  to  the 
committee  on  game.  If  he  keeps  this  up 
he  will  take  Representative  Ives's  title 
from  him. 

The  people  of  the  north  part  of  the 
state  will  probably  be  disappointed  in 
one  thing  at  this  session  of  the  legisla- 
ture. At  the  beginning  of  the  session 
every  body  supposed  that  the  inequali- 
ties of  the  legislative  representation 
would  be  adjusted  at  least  on  a  basis  of 
the  census  of  l8»o,  even  if  no  allowance 
would  be  made  for  the  increase  in  {wpu 
lation  in  stmie  districts  since  that  time. 
Speaker  Graves  secured  many  votes  be- 
cause it  was  known  that  he  was  very 
uiuch  in  favor  of  re-apportionment  and 
that  he  would  select  a  committee  that 
would  also  favor  the  scheme.  Re-appor- 
tionment was  talked  in  the  corridors  of 
the  hotel,  in  the  lobbies  of  the  capitol, 
on  the  street,  and  in  fact  everywhere 
when  one  or  more  legislators  would  as- 
semble together.  The  joint  committee 
has  l>een  appointedandhas  already  spent 
considerable  time  in  preliminary  work, 
but  when  it  is  rememljered  that  two 
months  have  Hitted  past  and  already 
there  is  talk  of  adjournment  it  would 
seem  very  probable  that  re-apiwrtionment 
will  be  one  of  the  attempted  things  of 
the  legislature,  but  like  other  proposed 
reforms,  will  fall  by  the  wayside. 

Among  the  many  excuses  which  will 
be  given  for  not  redistricting  will  be 
that  they  were  uuable  to  agree.  Those 
members  who  are  already  well  fixed  will 
not  agree  to  give  up  any  more  than  they 
can  help  and  the  new  sections  will  ask 
more  than  they  can  get.  After  the  mat- 
ter has  been  wrangled  over  for  a  few 
weeks  the  meml.>ers  from  the  south  will 
pnjbably  decide  that  they  are  pretty 
well  fixed  and  will  be  willing  to  let  the 
matter  stand. 

Senator  Whiteman  had  trouble  yes- 
terday with  his  bill  alx)ut  floating  logs 
down  the  St.  L<niis  river.  He  could  get 
no  quorum,  ami  there  was  a  search  all 
over  the  capital  for  senators,  a  proceed- 
ing in  which  the  Duluth  senator  partici- 
pated. However,  it  was  lost  and  then 
reconsidered  and  placed  on  the  calendar 
ff>r  today. 

It  is  now  proposed  to  carve  out  a 
county  away  u|>  north  and  name  it  Mer- 
riam.  It  will  take  a  slic«  out  of  Polk 
and  another  cut  off  from  Beltsami,  and 
then  be  named  for  our  present  e.xecutive. 
A  senator  who  is  opposing  Senator 
Whiteman's  bill  for  another  judge  in  the 
Duluth  district,  said  that  tho  bill  would 
lack  five  votes  of  enough  to  pass.  The 
bill  was  not  reached  yesterdHv  but  comes 
up  today,  when  Mr.  Whiteman  will  make 
a  strong  effort  to  carry  it  through.

Washington.  March  4. --[Special.] — 
Day  did  not  break  as  bright  and  clear  as 
was  iioped.  It  has  been  raining  steadily 
for  two  days  pust,  but  tins  morning  the 
rain  has  partially  ceased,  the  sky  being 
overcast  with  watery  clouds.  The  w  ind  is 
from  the  northeast  and  blowing  up  strong 
and  cold.  The  prospects  for  clearing 
weather  at  this  time  are  good.  The  tens 
of  thousands  of  flags  and  banners  and 
streamers  with  which  the  city  is  decor- 
ated are  in  lively  and  unsteady  motion.

.\11  three  of  the  leading  parties  to  th» 
great  event  were  calm  and  self-possessed. 
After  the  lapse  of  a  few  moments  tliey 
were  escorted  into  the  senate  clmmbtH 
where  vacant  seats  had  l>een  reserveil 
immediately  in  front  of  President  In- 
galls  desk. 

In  quick  order  the  oath   of  office  waj 
administered   to   the   vice   president  by 
Mr.  Ingalls,  and  the  organization  of  thi> 
senate  having  thus  been  effected,  the  in- 
augural   procession      was    formed    and 
headed  for   the  rotunda  to  the  platform 
on   the  senatorial    portion   of    the  east 
front.     It  was  headed  by  the  marslial  of 
the  supreme  court  and  the  district,  Pres- 
ident  Cleveland,   and    Mr.   Ingalls,   tho 
members  of    the    supreme    court,    and 
then  the  president  and  the  vice  president 
elect,    the  members  of  congress,   diplo 
mats,  etcbringing  up  the  rear.

But  the  crowning  glory  of  inauguratioD 
day  was  yet  to  come.  This  w;is  the  pa- 
rade upon  whijh  ex-Goyernor  Btarer 
of  Pennsylvaniii,  uh  <.  his  siaif  had  tsii^ar, 
so  many  weary  day.s  and  nights.  Tele- 
graph stations  had  been  erected  at  shorij 
distances  along  the  line  of  rout^e,  so  thali 
there  were  no  breaks  or  delays,  and  tho 
moment  that  the  president  hud  left  tht- 
capitol  the  signal  to  move  was  given. 
General  Beaver  as  chief  marshal  of  tho 
day,  with  Col.  Hastings  and  their  as- 
sistants had  the  right  of  line,  and  wero 
immediately  followed  by  the  carriages 
containing  the  presidential   party. 

There  were  five  divisions  in  all.  First 
came  the  L'nited  States  tro<jp.s.  the  ma- 
rine and  navy  and  the  militia  of  the 
district;  next  three  brigades  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  command- 
ed by  Ex-Governor  Major  General  Hart- 
ranft;  then  militia  companies  from  a 
dozen  southern  and  western  states, 
Governor  Foraker  IxMjted  and  spurred 
riding  at  the  head;  next  under  the 
command  of  Congressman  W^arner. 
commander-in-chief  of  the  Grand  Army, 
a  division  composed  of  Grand  Armv 
comrades,  old  soldier  organizations,  and 
headed  by  the  famous  New  York  7tb 
Regiment,  and  finally  the  fifth  division 
of  uniformed  civic  organizations.  Gen. 
Harriscm's  old  regiment,  the  TOth  Indi 
ana,  followed  immediately  after  the 
presidential  par*y,  in  accordance  with 
General  Harrison's  expressed  wish.  The- 
military  in  line  numbered  over  25,0(KJ, 
while  110  bands  added  their  music  to  tho 
pageant,  and  half  a  million  throatM 
cheered  its  progress.  After  the  ex- 
president's  departure.  President  Harri- 
son reviewed  the  prex^ession  from  thei 
stand  erected  in  front  of  the  Whitei 
House.  It  will  be  after  six  o'clock  wher. 
the  last  division  has  gone  by.  and  aii 
hour  later  the  display  of  fireworks  will 
commence  in  the  turf  covereel  oval  in  tho 
rear  of  the  e.xt>cutive  mansion.  Taken 
altogether,  it  has  been  the  greatest  and 
grandest  inauguration  in  the  history  oI 
the  republic.

Threat  of  Senator  Kellar. 

St.  Paul,  March  -1.  [Special.]  -In  the 
senate  today  Senator  Sampson  intro- 
duced a  bill  providing  for  the  appropria- 
tion of  money  for  the  counties  of  Wil- 
kin. Clay,  Norman,  Polk.  Marshall  and 
Kittson,  to  aid  in  draining  state  and 
otiier  lands.  The  bill  asks  that  82.5.000 
be  appropriated-  annujilly  for  tlie  period 
of  four  years  from  January  1,  1889. 
The  money  thus  apprcpriatedand  such 
money  as  shall  be  contributed  by 
the  Manitoba  railway  company  to  be 
opened  for  drainage  pi  rposes  under  the 
direction  of  a  board  of  auditors  consist- 
ing of  the  governor,  secretary  of  state, 
one  i>erson  t<)  be  selected  bythe  chair- 
men of  the  boards  of  county  commission- 
ers of  the  counties  named  in  the  bill  and 
one  person  to  be  selected  by  the  Manitoba 
road.

ever  i)Ut  m  jail  for  drunkeness  he  would 
revenge  himself  upoa  the  country  by 
leaving  it  forever.

Beside   this    the   fiftieth    wjugress.    the 
longest  ever  known,  has  done  but    little 
actual  work  of  general  im{i«jrtan<x'.     Tiie 
long  discussion  on  the    Mills  bill   in  the 
first       session       and       spinning      out 
of      that      sttssion      as      the       result, 
served  to  furnish  go<jd  campaign  material. 
The  aeasion   has   U^-n   characterized  bv 
sharp  and  acrimouious  del>at«s.      Party 
lines  wereilosely  iltawn.with  the  leaders 
waU-hing  eagerly  for   every   opjxjrtunity 
that  might  give  them  an  advantage  in  the 
contest.      More   bills   have   been    iutro 
duced  and  made   laws   than    during  an\ 
other  congress.     In  the  matter  of  veUies, 
the   retxjrd   has   Ijeen    l>eateu.  President 
Cleveland  disapproving   more    bills  dur- 
ing the  last  two  years  of  his  administra- 
tion than  the  first  two.      He   veUjed   di

More  imixjrtant  house  bills  which  have 
lje(X)me  laws  are  jus  follows:  For  tlie 
wmference  <3f  .S<juth  and  Central  Ameri- 
can nations  in  Washington;  to  divide 
the  Sioux  re.servation  in  Dakota:  the 
Chinese  exclusion  uct;  providing  for  the 
eleventh  census:  to  limit  labor  hours  of 
letter  carriers:  for  protection  of  United 
States  officials  in  the  Indian  Territory; 
to  aiithorize  condemnation  of  land  for 
public  buildings;  creating  a  dejiartment 
of  agriculture;  to  protect  lands  belonging 
to  Indians  from  unlawful  grazuig;  v> 
establish  a  department  of  labor:  to  create 
boards  of  arbitration  for  settling  contro- 
versies or  differences  between  interstate 
common  carriers  and  their  employes. 

Among  the  bills  that  failed,  the  most 
notable  is  the  Mill's  tariff  bill.  Another 
very  important  house  bill  which  failed  is 
the  Oklahoma  bill. 


:TO  REDUCE  WAGES. 

.4  (^neral  Reduction  of  Wag«^   in   Harrirt- 
burg  Iron   Worlo,. 

Hakrisblro.  Pa.,  March  4.— [Special.] 
A  general  reduction  oi  wages  in  the 
puddlers'  departments  of  the  iron  works 
in  this  neigh  borhfxxi  went  into  elfect  to- 
day. Puddlers  will  receive  SloO  per  ton 
instead  of  fsi.lo.  aud,lhe  heliM:;rs  and 
other  hands  will  hav^heir  wages  scaled 
down  10  per  cent.  Several  thousand 
men  are  affected  by  the  cut.  including 
the  employes  of  the  Chesajjeake  Nail 
works.  Central  Iron  &  Steel  company, 
Fairview  Nail  works,  Caxton  Rolling 
mill  at  Harrisburg.  and  the  Duncanmiu 
York  and  Columbia  Rolling  mills.  Other 
companies  are  expected  to  fall  into  line, 
as  Harrisburg  establishes  the  rate  for 
nearly  all  the  central  Pennsylvania  mills. 
The  men  are  greatly  dismayed  at  the 
reduction,  as  good  times  were  promised 
them  last  November,  but  officials  of  the 
various  mills  say  that  it  is  a  necessity  in 
consequence  of  the  fact  that  wages  'are 
altogether  too  high  in  proportion  to  the 
market  price  of  the  production.

NOW  MR.  CLEVELAND. 
TtKlciy  he  who  has  been  President  of 
our  Republic  becomes  one  of  its  sixty 
million  private  citizens.  From  today 
the  man  wln>8eever>-  movement  hasljeeu 
watchcil  and  reiKirted  from  end  to  end 
of  the  country,  will  go  or  stay  wliere  he 
likes  unnoticed.  As  he  makes  way  for 
his  successor,  we  l(x>k  at  him  certainly 
with  no  ill  will,  and,  we  think,  with  no 
prejudice.  This,  in  outline,  is  the  man 
we  see: 

One  essentially  honest  and  rather  rug 
gedly  independent.  He  served  no  other 
man's  will.  With  all  its  faults  his  ad- 
ministration was  his  own.  He  shapetl 
and  directeil  it  from  l:)eginning  to  end. 
His  cabinet  were  advisers  iri  council  and 
patiently  heard,  but  the  closing  judg- 
ment was  his  and  the  secretaries  were 
merely  e.\-ecutive  clerks.  His  public  ser 
vice  was  well  intended.  Its  mistakes 
and  flaws  grew  out  of  his  inex{)erience, 
his  unimpresibility  and  ignorant  self-re- 
liance carried  to  the  point  of  conceit. 

Through  his  extraordinary  and  rapid 
rise  from  (.comparative  obscurity,  he 
came  to  regard  him.self  as  a  child  of 
destiny,  and  to  have  more  faith  in  him- 
self than  in  anyb<xiy  else.  Because 
tricked  by  some  in  whom  he  had  conti 
dence,  he  reasoned  with  narrow  mind, 
and  came  to  distrust  almost  everylxxly. 
As  he  was  no  diplomatist,  his  distrust 
was  constantly  coming  to  the  surface 
and  giving  oflfence.  Though  not  wilfully 
rude,  he  was  not  as  a  rule  thoughtful  of 
the  feelings  of  others,  and  was  some 
times  .strangely  neglectful  of  ordinary 
official  courtesy. 

For  a  small  city,  where  his  devotion  to 
details  were  of  practical  service,  he 
proved  a  capable  executive.  But  this 
habit  of  mind  unfitted  him  for  the  high- 
est position  in  the  republic,  where 
weightier  matters  than  the  question  of 
granting  an  eight  dollar  pension  de- 
mande^i  attention.  His  absorption  in 
details  and  in  himself  invite<l  de- 
feat. "Mr.  Cleveland  has  no 
friends,"  said  Henry  Watterson,  of  the 
Courier  Journal,  one  of  his  strongest 
supporters.  We  see  his  j)retended  friends 
for  the  campaign  now  falling  away  and 
denouncing  the  foolhardiness  of  tlieir 
late  leader  in  compelling  the  party  to 
tight  and  lose  on  his  own  line.  He  de- 
serves justice,  but  no  sympathy.  He 
sought  two  terms  when  one  was  enough, 
according  to  his  own  liest  judgment.  He 
made  the  tight  and  hjst  it.  He  leaves 
behind  the  record  of  a  self- poised,  self- 
opinionatetl,  honest  man,  overrated  and 
misplaced. 

NOW  PRESIDENT    HARRISON. 

With  the  inauguration  <>f  President 
Harrison  a  new  era  in  the  life  of  the  re- 
publican [larty  Ijegins,  we  Ijelieve.  It 
should  hold  the  ground  it  has  re-won 
and  gain  steadily  for  years  to  come.  It 
will  do  so,  we  are  ct>  ntident,  if  the  spirit 
and  judgment  of  the  new  president 
shall  animate  and  guide  the  party.  The 
day  dawns  bright  and,de8pite  the  croak - 
ings  of  those  who  would  raise  clouds  of 
their  own  conceit,  the  political  horizon 
is  clear.  Four  new  republican  states 
will  .soon  swell  the  majority,  and  from 
the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  there  is  no 
trembling  in  tlie  line.

Senator  Ividdleberger    inaile    another 
drunken   exhibititm    of    himself  on  th* 
HiK)r  of  the  senate  chamber  i>n  Saturday 
and  was  promptly  and  properly  called  to 
*>rdtM',  arresttnt  and  taken  otf  by  the  ser 
geant-at  arms  to  the  nearest  cloak  r(K)m. 
He  announced  that  he  had    telegraphed 
his  resignation    to    the  governor  of  Vir 
ginia  bt^cause  he  could    get  no    recogni 
tiou  from  the  presiding  officer  of  the  sen- 
ate.     There    shotild  not  l>t>  a  moment's 
delay  in  recognizing   and   accepting   his 
resignation.     He  has  disgraced  the   sen- 
ate tix)  long. 


The  passage  of  the  Sevatson  usury 
bill  by  the  house,  is  in  our  opinion,  a 
very  grave  error  which  may  lead  to  wide- 
spread disaster.  Rates  of  interest  can 
be  arbitrar  ly  tixed  at  any  Hgure  that 
may  suit  the  notion  of  legislators,  but 
loans  do  not  follow  their  nml.  The  rate 
of  interest  on  money  needeil  for  planting 
and  harvesting  depends  on  situation, 
security  and  the  state  of  the  market,  on 
supply  ami  demand,  in  a  wortl.  not 
on  the  fiat  of  grangers.  Fifty  Hve  men 
in  tlie  house  have  shown  their  ignorance 
of  this  elementary  truth.  We  hope  that 
the  majority  in  the  senate  knows  lx>tter. 
If  not,  many  farmers  will  sutTer  bitterly 
thro\igh  the  folly  of  the  men  whom  they 
elect  to  care  for  their  interests. 


The  longest  congress  iu  American  his 
tory  came  to  an  end  at  no»^>n  today.  The 
fiftieth  congress  will  always  be  memor- 
able as  the  battle  ground  of  the  contest 
between  the  protective  and  free  trade 
policies,  whose  issues  so  vitally  concerns 
the  industrial  and  s<x,-ial  future  of  this 
country.  The  Chinese  exclusion  act, 
though  needlessly  offensive  in  the  man- 
ner of  adoption,  marks  a  just  determina- 
tion to  protect  American  labor  from  de- 
grading competion  and  is  for  this  cause  a 
signal  monument.  The  provision  for  the 
admission  of  four  new  and  great  states 
is  unquestionably  the  most  remarkable 
and  far  reaching  act  of  the  notable  con- 
gress. 


As  shown  by  calculations  made  else- 
where in  these  columns,  the  total  log 
crop  available  for  mills  in  the  Duluth 
district  during  the  coming  season  of 
sawing  will  be  cut  short  fully  one-third. 
Instead  of  a  total  available  stock  of  new- 
logs  of  alx)ut  •280,000,0a)  feet  the  stock, 
new  and  old,  will  not  be  over  210,<X»,(K)0 
feet.  To  the  lalx)ring  men  of  this  section 
and  to  the  rapidly  growing  and  lumber 
consuming  towns  of  the  Xorthwest. 
these  facts  are  decidedly  unpleasant. 
There  is  but  one  consolation,  and  that 
is  the  selfish  one  -all  other  Northwestern 
lumljer  districts  are  struggling  with  the 
same  problem,  and  the  scheme  of  com- 
bined shortage  that  the  Wisconsin  log- 
gers have  so  long  blocked  seems  likely 
to  be  accomplished  by  a  higher  power. 
It  is  a  heroic  cure,  but  it  will  undoubt- 
edly better  the  general  health  of  the 
lumber  trade.

THROUGH  RESERVATIONS. 


Til*"  l>nlnth  &  M'iiiiiipeg;  Way  through  Two 
IHk  Kest-rvatioDH. 

A  Washington  telegram  states  that  the 
Duluth  «&  Winnij>eg  railroad  has  been 
granted  right  of  way  through  the  White 
Earth  and  Leech  Lake  reservations.  It 
was  not  originally  intended  that  the  road 
should  pass  through  the  White  Earth, 
but  certain  changes  made  it  desirable 
that  it  should  do  so.  According  to  the 
bill,  the  road  is  given  the  right  to  50  feet 
on  each  side  of  the  central  line  of  the 
railway,  and  the  tympany  will  have  the 
riglit  to  take  from  the  lands  adjacent 
material  necessary  for  construction,  also 
grounds  for  station  buildings,  one  for 
each  six  miles  of  road,  and  side-tracks, 
not  to  exceetl  .TOO  feet  in  width,  and  3000 
feet  in  length,  fer  each  station.  In  case 
of  failure  to  make  satisfactory  settle- 
ments with  claimants,  compensation 
shall  be  determined  as  provided  for  by 
the  laws  of  Minnesota.  The  amount  of 
damages  resulting  to  Indians  shall  l)e 
ascertained,  but  no  right  of  any  kind 
shall  rest  in  said  railway  company  until 
plats  made  upon  actual  survey  have  l)een 
approved  l>y  the  secretary  of  the  inter- 
ior, and  until  comijensation  shall  have 
been  fixed  and  paid,  an<l  the  consent  of 
the  Indians  on  the  reservations  shall 
have  been  obtained.  The  right  granted 
will  be  forfeited  unless  the  road  is  con- 
structed through  the  reservation  within 
three  vears.

RuildiuK. 

t'aptain  tllass,  of  Marine  City,  has 
purchased  the  schixiuer  Republic  from 
J.  H.  Wade,  of  Cleveland,  for  ^\0(X). 
The  will,  in  the  future,  hail  from  Marine 
('ity,  and  will  be  commanded  by  her 
owner,  w  ho  lastjseason  sailed  the  schixnier 
Thomas  (Jawn. 

At  the  tJlobe  Iron  Works  shipyard  the 
Wilbur  boat  is  getting  well  along  and 
will  be  ready  to  launch  this  month.  The 
plating  is  on  the  second  Lehigh  Ixsat, 
and  steady  work  is  being  done  on  her. 
The  Ixxit  building  for  Brown  and  others 
is  in  frame,  and  the  plating  is  well  along. 
The  keel  is  laid  for  the  Owen   lx>at. 

The  Cleveland  Shipbxiilding  company 
is  busy  on  two  new  boats  building  for 
the  Cleveland  Iron  Mining  company; 
one  has  her  spar  deck  laid  and  the  joiner 
work  commenced.  Work  on  boat  num 
ber  f)  is  being  pushed  rapidly  along. 
The  company  is  also  putting  two  new 
cylinders  in  the  V.  H.  Ketcham,  and 
after  her  new  toilers  are  taken  in  they 
will  erect  an  iron  boiler  house. 

The  Standard  Oil  (Company  is  about  to 
construct  a  big  steel  boat  for  trans-con- 
tinental work,  and  it  will  quite  likely  be 
built  on  the  lakes.  It  will  proVjably  be 
the  tirst  of  a  fleet  of  its  kind  which  will 
carry  oil  in  bulk  across  the  Atlantic. 
The"  new  boat  is  to  be  240  feet  keel.  3G 
feet  Ijeam  and  IG^  feet  hold,  with 
a  capacity  of  500.000  gallons. 
Her  construction  will  Ije  adapted 
to  the  l)usines8  in  which  she  is  to 
engage.  Five  large  tanks  will  be  placed 
in  line  from  stem  to  stern  with  capacity 
and  build  regulated  to  give  the  boat  a 
seaworthy  trim.  The  encroachment  of 
other  oils  into  the  territory  controlled 
by  the  American  producers  lias  led  the 
Standard  to  this  means  of  cheap  trans- 
portation, and  the  opinion  is  that  a  large 
tieet  of  vessels  will  be  constructed  for 
the  trade.  The  fact  that  the  iron  ship- 
yards of  the  lakes  have  been  close  com- 
petitors for  the  work  is  singular,  and  is 
also  a  marked  illustration  of  the  growth 
of  iron  shipbuilding  on  the  lakes. 


Ashland  Harbor  Work. 

Major  of  Engineers  Quinn  has  prepared 
in  the  Duluth  office  of  L'nited  States 
engineers  the  plans  for  the  further  im- 
provement of  Ashland,  Wis.,  harbor  and 
will  advertise  for  bids  tomorrow.  The 
plan  of  work,  for  which  ^0,(XX)  is  under- 
stood to  be  available,  includes,  among 
other  things,  the  construction  of  3861 
linear  feet  of  breakwater,  east  of  the 
present  ore  docks,  and  in  water  of  an 
average  depth  of  twenty -two  feet.  It  is 
to  be  completed  by  November,  1891.  It 
is  to  be  of  slabs  and  rock  with  pile 
foundation,  the  piles  driven  in  two  rows 
nineteen  feet  apart,  and  are  to  extend  to 
six  and  one-half  feet  above  water  line. 
The  piles  are  all  to  be  joined  and  braced 
and  sheeted  with  plank  and  the  space 
Ijetween  to  lie  tilled  with  slabs  and  edg- 
ings and  balla.sted  with  rock.  Contracts 
for  this  work  will  be  let  here  on  April  .'). 
It  is  probable  that  contracts  for  the  work 
at  Marquette  harbor  will  also  be  let  in  a 
short  time.

Minneapolis  has  no  patent  on  the 
winter  cholera,  though  she  had  a  mon- 
opoly of  that  decidedly  unpleasant  sick- 
ness last  winter.  This  season  the  dis- 
ease has  transferred  its  attentions,  and 
is  worrying  the  gwxl  people  of  Diiluth 
in  a  most  un.seemly  manner.  It  is  ex- 
tremely prevalent,  and  but  for  the  fact 
that  it  is  not  a  fatal  disease, 
would  create  considerable  alarm.  It 
is  said  that  at  Minneapolis,  where 
it  was  8f>  universally  prevalent 
a  year  ago  as  U>  lead  to  the  statement 
that  over  1()(J,CX)0  [>eoplo  of  that 
city  had  the  sickness,  it  is  now 
rare,  St.  Paul  is  attacked  with 
consitlerable  violence,  and  Duluth  with 
more.  It  is  stated  by  physicians  of  this 
city  that  there  are  now  probably  IMX) 
cases  of  the  di.sfjrder  with  more  than 
twice  as  many  others  lately  cured.  It 
is  hard  to  t*'ll  what  its  cause  may  be. 
the  water  supjily  is,  as  usual,  abused, 
l>ut  this  theory  can  hardly  Ije  held  for 
many  reasons.  The  mild  winter  is  not 
a  tenable  cause,  as  last  winter  was  ex- 
tremely severe,  but  the  probable  cause 
is  stated  to  to  unix*rfe«Tt  drainage  and  a 
lack  of  tiiorough  sewer  ac-commodation 
in  tlie  s«icti(ms  smitten.  On  the  hill  and 
the  east  part  of  town  and  alx)ve  Second 
street  as  well  as  along  Fourth  and  upixjr 
streets  and  in  the  West  End  the  disease 
is  most  prevalent.  With  the  approach 
of  spring  it  will  probably  disappear.

About  10:30  yesterday  morning  Theo- 
dore Macy  discovered  the  charred  (xnly 
of  an  infant  in  a  Hour  sack  at  the  corner 
of  Thirteenth  avenue  east  and  Fourth 
street.  The  body  was  taken  to  Kendall's 
morgue  and  examined  by  the  coroner  and 
jury.  Dr.  Wm.  Alden  made  an  autopsv 
which  revealed  that  the  child  was  un- 
doubtedly born  alive  and  was  of  white 
parentage  and  blood.  The  remains  were 
badly  burned,  the  hands,  feet,  part  of 
the  face  and  abdomen  being  consumed. 
The  skull  was  crushed,  but  this  was 
probably  done  after  death  ensued.  The 
jurors  were  J.  F.  Baars,  Jr.,  P.  M.  Graff. 
W.  A.  Foote,  D.  J.  Sinclair,  F.  R.  Eaton 
and  William  Kennedy.  The  only  witnesses 
sworn  were  Theodore  Macy,  who  testified 
to  the  condition  in  whicli  the  bodv  was 
found,  and  Dr.  Alden,  who  gave  the  re- 
sult of  the  autopsy.  The  indications  are 
that  a  child  murder  has  been  committed 
and  that  the  circumstances  are  extremely 
brutal.  A  house  in  the  vicinitv  of  the 
discovery  some  time  ago  had  a  decidedly 
shady  reputation,  and  a  small  clue  may- 
spring  from  this  fact.  The  verdict  was 
as  follows: 

"That  in  the  opinion  of  this  jury  the 
remains  are  those  of  a  child  born  alive  at 
full  term,  and  that  the  said  infant  came 
to  her  death  by  causes  to  the  jury 
known."
